REPORT  ON  RELIGIOUS  LITERATURE 

Oh,  that  I  had  the  time,  space,  and  language  to  express  to 
this,  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association,  my  deep  gratitude  and 
precious  memory  which  I  hold  for  my  first  Sunday  School  teacher, 
Aunt  Martha  (Matt)  Parker  ,as  she  was  familiarly  called  in  the  com- 
munity. By  her  faithful  teachings,  she  instilled  in  me  a  love  for 
Religious  Literature,  which  is  sacred  to  this  day. 

Never  before  has  the  Christian  journal  been  faced  with  a 
more  important  or  urgent  mission  than  today.  Along  with  the 
Christian  minister  and  the  Christian  teacher,  the  Christian  jour- 
nalist faces  a  world  that  is  bleeding  and  dying  for  lack  of  faith  in 
God  and  man,  for  lack  of  courage  to  face  life  heroically,  and  for  lack 
of  wisdom  and  understanding  to  live  it  courageously.  Surely,  we 
can  say  with  Hosea,  "My  people  are  destroyed  for  lack  of  knowl- 
edge". The  gods  of  business  and  politics  have  brought  humanity  to 
the  brink  of  a  terrible  precipice  over  which  civilization  may  easily 
plunge. 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  the  Christian  teacher,  minis- 
ter, and  editor  are  left,  as  it  were,  "to  hold  up  the  ridgepole"  of  the 
entire  structure  of  sanity  and  faith.  If  it  is  true  that  "as  a  man 
thinketh  in  his  heart,  so  is  he,"  it  is  equally  true  that  "as  a  man 
readeth,  so  is  he".  Paul  urged  Timothy  to  give  heed  to  his  reading, 
preaching,  and  teaching — and  in  that  order.  The  reading  of  a  man 
or  a  nation  is  a  true  indication  of  moral  stamina — or  lack  of  it — 
religious  ideals,  and  ultimate  destination.  History  records  this  fact, 
times  without  number. 

It  is  said  the  Russian  Revolution  of  1917  was  not  an  accident 
but  a  direct  result  of  the  writings  of  Karl  Marx — a  German  writer, 
a  learned  man,  trained  in  philosophy  and  political  economy.  Marx, 
as  early  as  1847,  made  an  eloquent  appeal  to  the  working  people  to 
rise  and  seize  the  means  of  production.  Back  of  most  of  the  unrest 
in  the  ranks  of  labor  and  back  of  the  great  labor  movements  of  the 
past  hundred  years  one  must  see  the  writings  of  this  revolutionary 
firebrand. 

These  illustrations,  plucked  here  and  there  from  history,  are 
sufficient  to  -point  out  the  fact  that  an  individual  or  a  nation  goes  in 
the  direction  of  the  literature  it  reads.   This  being  the  truth,  America, 
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today,  faces  a  supreme  crisis.  The  most  serious  indictment  that  can 
be  hurled  into  the  face  of  the  moral  and  spiritual  forces  of  our  coun- 
try is  simply  to  the  point  to  the  type  of  literature  found  on  the  news- 
stands of  the  Nation. 

All  trees  are  good — in  the  beginning.  Inside  they  are  all  the 
same.  They  are  damaged  only  from  the  outside;  by  storms,  disease 
and  vandals.  And  so,  I  may  say,  it  is  with  our  children.  All  are 
good — in  the  beginning.  It  is  the  destructive  force  from  without  that 
causes  an  increasingly  large  proportion  of  our  population  each  year 
to  turn  to  crime. 

As  most  school  children  know,  ancient  Greece  and  Rome 
perished  because  they  could  not  stand  prosperity.  Weakened  by  im- 
morality, lawlessness  and  excesses,  their  fall  was  inevitable.  In 
America  we  have  more  wealth  and  more  lawlessness  than  any  nation 
in  the  world.  Lulled  by  prosperity,  we  have  slowly  drifted  into  a 
moral  decline  which  is  mistakenly  regarded  by  many  parents  and 
many  of  our  young  people  as  a  new  liberalism;  a  liberalism  in  which 
any  conduct,  however  bold,  may  be  justified. 

A  second  mission  of  the  Christian  journalist  has  to  do  with 
superstition  and  wild-eyed  fanaticism  masquerading  as  the  Christian 
religion.  A  case  in  point  is  a  post  card  which  many  of  you,  no  doubt, 
have  received  through  the  mail.    The  card  reads  as  follows: 

"The  Lord  be  merciful  to  all  nations.  This  is  a  card  of 
prayer  that  must  be  sent  around  the  world.  If  you  don't 
renew  this  a  great  misfortune  will  come  to  your  home.  As 
soon  as  you  get  this,  copy  and  send  to  13  persons.  And  on 
the  13th  day  great  happiness  will  enter  your  home.  One 
person  received  $1,600,  one  woman  made  fun  and  on  the 
13th  day  her  daughter  died.  Pay  attention  to  this  and  the 
Lord  will  bless  you.  Don't  let  this  die  in  your  home.  Read 
Psalm  46." 

There  are  three  outstanding  characteristics  in  this  card: 
superstition,  the  number  13  appears  three  times;  fear,  the  threat  of 
death  to  one's  loved  ones;  ignorance  of  the  teachings  of  God's  Word, 
for  this  card  is  anything  but  Christian.  And  yet,  perhaps,  thousands 
of  such  cards  pass  through  the  mails  of  this  state  each  month! 

Other  Christians  have  become  so  confused  and  frightened  in 
these  days  of  stress  and  strain  that  they  are  saying  this  is  the  end  of 
our  world  system.  There  is  no  hope  except  for  the  Lord  to  come 
and  take  command.  Such  a  defeatist  attitude  is  doing  much  to 
nullify  and  neutralize  the  dynamics  of  a  vital  and  vigorous  faith.  If 
there  is  one  thing  that  Christ  expects,  it  is  that  his  people  shall  con- 
stantly carry  out,  in  practice,  the  teachings  of  the  Great  Commission 
and  leave  the  time  of  the  "second  coming"  locked  in  the  secret  place 
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of  the  Father's  heart.  It  is  the  main  business  of  the  Christian  to  go 
into  all  the  world  preaching,  baptizing,  teaching,  and  training;  it  is 
the  business  of  the  Father  to  effect  the  consummation  of  the  ages  in 
his  own  way. 

I  would  that  every  home  in  the  bounds  of  this  association 
would  become  subscribers  to  the  Biblical  Recorder,  which  reminds 
me  of  the  striking  poem:  "The  Common  Lot",  in  which  Harry  Bowl- 
ing says: 

"What  shall  I  think  when  I  am  called  to  die? 
Shall  I  not  find  too  soon  my  life  has  ended? 
While  I  unheeding  watched  the  years  slip  by 
With  little  done  of  all  that  I  intended. 
There  were  so  many  things  I  meant  to  try. 
So  many  ways  by  which  I  hoped  to  win; 
Behold,  the  end  approaches,  just  as  I 
Was  starting  to  get  ready  to  begin!"

REPORT  OF  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

The  Baptist  Orphanage  of  North  Carolina  is  located  at 
Thomasville  and  is  known  as  the  Mills  Home,  with  one  branch,  the 
Kennedy  Home  at  Kinston,  N.  C. 

We  have  at  Thomasville  465  children  and  at  Kinston  about 
135  and  we  are  caring  for  many  children  and  Mothers  at  various 
points  in  the  state,  making  near  1,000  persons,  who  are  being  helped 
through  the  Orphanage  Plan. 

We  ask  that  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  help  in  taking  care  of  this 
object,  for  we  consider  that  the  orphanage  is  the  heart  and  soul  of 
our  work  and  let  it  find  the  uppermost  place  in  our  work. 

We  recommend  that  each  Sunday  School  and  Church  make 
liberal  contributions  to  the  support  of  this,  our  most  worthy  cause.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

When  we  think  of  State  Missions  w^e  think  of  the  work  that  the 
Baptists  are  doing  in  the  bounds  of  our  own  state. 

We  think  first  of  the  needs  of  churches  that  need  outside  help 
to  support  them,  such  as  growing  industrial  centers.    When  people 
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are  gathering  from  everywhere  and  but  few  of  them  are  at  home 
they  need  and  must  have  the  gospel  preached  to  them. 

Then  we  are  thinking  of  our  organizations — the  Sunday  School, 
the  W.  M.  S.,  the  B.  T.  U.  and  all  other  subordinate  organizations 
that  our  church  fosters. 

Then  there  are  our  schools  and  colleges  that  we  must  keep  go- 
ing in  the  bounds  of  our  state. 

State  Missions  includes  all  of  these,  and  more. 

As  we  support  State  Missions  we  are  supporting  a  work  that  is 
to  make  North  Carolina  christian,  and  this  work  will  have  to  be  done 
as  long  as  we  are  Baptists,  and  as  long  as  there  is  a  state  of  North 
Carolina.

Report  on  Foreign  Missions  read  by  Dillard  Wood.  (See  re- 
port No.  5). 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

Out  of  the  troubles  in  England,  leading  up  to  the  revolt  un- 
der Cromwell,  grew  the  planting  of  the  Baptist  faith  in  America. 

One  of  the  many  outstanding  principles  of  the  Baptist  faith 
at  work  is  its  Foreign  Missions. 

The  first  Baptist  Association  at  which  delegates  from  the 
various  churches  were  present,  assembled  in  Philadelphia  in  1707 — - 
138  years  later.  May  8,  1845,  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  was  organiz- 
ed in  Augusta,  Ga.,  and  held  its  first  regular  meeting  May  20,  1845, 
in  the  Second  Baptist  Church,  Richmond,  Va.  The  Board  is  com- 
posed of  one  member  from  every  state  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention and  18  local  members.  During  these  96  years  our  Foreign 
Mission  Board  has  sent  Southern  Baptists  into  16  foreign  nations 
with  a  total  population  of  almost  800,000,000,  426  missionaries,  in- 
cluding ordained  ministers,  medical  doctors,  trained  nurses,  teachers 
and  secretaries. 

Southern  Baptist  have  a  harvest  of  1,802  churches  in  distant 
lands.  In  1939  these  Missionaries  reported  14,000  Baptisms  with  a 
total  membership  of  208,794. 

The  war  in  Europe  with  its  terrible  destruction  of  property 
makes  it  hard  for  our  Missionaries  to  hold  up  the  moral  and  spiritual 
standard  of  a  few  years  ago.  Our  work  in  foreign  fields  is  hedged 
about  by  government  restrictions,  yet,  in  spite  of  constantly  arising 
obstacles  there  has  been  progress  reported. 

There  should  be  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  in  our  heart  for 
the  Blessings  of  God  on  foreign  missions  as  carried  on  by  Southern 
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Baptist.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  $2,368.29  was  expended 
to  the  cause  of  missions  by  26  churches  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Associa- 
tion in  the  year  1940.

(See  re- 
port No.  6),  and  M.  A.  Huggins  spoke  to  the  three  reports 
combined,  preceded  by  prayer  by  G.  N.  Cowan. 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

The  Home  Mission  Board,  with  headquarters  in  Atltanta, 
Ga.,  has  as  its  Executive  Secretary,  Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence.  He  makes 
the  following  statement:  "I  rejoice  that  I  can  sound  a  hopeful,  vic- 
torious note.  Home  Mission  Work  was  never  more  prosperous,  pro- 
gressive and  popular  than  it  is  now.  We  have  recovered  from  the 
dismay,  despondency  and  despair  of  the  defalcation,  debt  and  de- 
pression which  overwhelmed  us  a  decade  ago,  and  are  moving  out 
and  onward  in  an  upward-looking  program,  traveling  with  Christ 
toward  tomorrow.  We  are  paying  our  debts  and  confidence  has 
been  restored.  In  the  past  two  years  we  have  paid  $1,250,000.00  on 
the  principal.  We  now  have  the  debt  so  budgeted  that  if  we  con- 
tinue to  receive  the  same  amount  of  money  each  year  that  we  re- 
ceived in  1939  we  will  wipe  the  debt  out  by  1945."  The  Home  Mis- 
sion Board's  part  of  the  Cooperative  Program  is  23  1-3  per  cent  and 
that  of  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club  is  29.7  per  cent. 

The  Board  has  411  Missionaries  working  in  863  Mission  Sta- 
tions. Dr.  J.  W.  Beagle,  Field  Secretary  and  Superintendent  of  the 
work  reports  269  workers  in  his  department.  These  missionaries 
are  working  in  663  mission  stations.  As  a  result  of  this  work  5,829 
people  were  led  to  accept  Christ  as  Saviour  last  year. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  doing  work  in  the  following 
fields  and  among  the  following  people:  The  Mexicans  in  Texas, 
Spanish-speaking  people  in  New  Mexico,  the  French  in  South  Louisi- 
ana, the  Italians  in  Florida,  Missouri  and  Oklahoma,  the  Chinese  in 
Arizona,  Texas,  Mississippi  and  other  places;  the  mountains  in  Ken- 
tucky and  Tennessee;  the  Government  Colony  at  Dyess,  Arkansas; 
and  among  the  deaf  throughout  the  entire  homeland.  We  have  six 
workers  among  the  Cubans  in  Florida;  twenty-six  among  the  French; 
eleven  among  the  Italians;  five  among  the  Chinese;  three  in  Dyess, 
Arkansas;  five  among  the  deaf;  seventy  among  the  Italians;  one 
hundred  and  twenty  among  the  Mexicans;  and  in  the  Rescue  Mis- 
sion Mission  and  Good  Will  Centers  there  are  fifteen  missionarires 
and  a  large  number  of  volunteer  workers.  We  also  have  one  mis- 
sionary, Jacob  Gartenhause,  working  among  the  Jews.    The  Board 
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is  confining  its  work  among  the  Negroes  to  the  training  of  Negro 
preachers.  Work  is  being  done  in  Cuba  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
M.  N.  McCall,  who  has  been  in  this  work  for  36  years.  There  are 
other  fields  to  be  entered.  Dr.  Lawrence  says:  "Last  year  sixty- 
four  distinctly  new  fields  made  their  appeal  to  the  Board  that  we 
were  unable  to  enter  because  of  the  lack  of  funds."  There  are 
seventy-five  or  more  young  men  and  women  educated  and  trained, 
who  feel  a  call  to  do  Home  Mission  Work,  but  for  lack  of  funds  can- 
not be  appointed.  It  is  tragic  indeed  when  so  many  millions  in  our 
Southland  are  looking  to  us  Baptists  for  the  way  of  life  and  we  will 
not  provide  the  means  for  these  seventy-five  or  more  young  people 
to  carry  the  gospel  message  to  them. 

The  most  recent  endeavor  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  is  the 
task  of  raising  $300,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  providing  more  ade- 
quate places  for  religious  activities  and  worship  for  the  750,000 
soldier  boys  in  the  120  Training  Camps  in  our  midst.  We  were  called 
upon  July  27  to  make  our  offerings  to  this  fund.  I  have  no  record 
showing  how  much  was  done  by  the  Churches  of  this  Association  or 
even  by  Southern  Baptist  Churches.  If  we  have  not  done  our  part 
as  yet,  let  us  go  back  home  and  make  a  more  special  effort  to  make 
a  worthy  offering  to  this  worthy  cause.  These  are  our  boys  from 
our  homes  and  our  Churches.  They  are  training  to  defend  us  and 
our  liberty.    We  cannot  afford  to  fail  them  in  an  hour  like  this. 

The  command  of  our  Lord,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,  beginning  at  Jerusalem,  and  in 
all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth," 
comes  to  us  not  only  as  a  command,  but  as  a  challenge.  Not  only 
should  every  Baptist  Church  in  this  Association  do  its  part,  but  every 
individual  Baptist  Church  member  should  do  his  part.  The  work  of 
Home  Missions  is  an  important  part  of  the  great  world-wide  program 
of  our  Lord.

REPORT  ON  STATE  OF  CHURCHES,  1941 

We  find  a  Sunday  School  in  each  of  the  36  Churches  report- 
ing this  year. 

Twenty  Churches  conducted  a  revival,  baptizing  155  candi- 
dates. Ten  Churches  report  a  B.  T.  U.,  and  one  new  organization  at 
Balsam  Grove. 

Eight  Churches  maintain  a  W.  M.  U. 

Twenty-five  Churches  observed  the  Lord's  Supper;  eleven 

did  not. 

Nine  Churches  gave  to  the  Co-operative  Program. 
Sixteen  Churches  gave  to  the  Orphanage. 
Twenty-two  Churches  gave  to  the  Hospital. 
Fourteen  Churches  gave  to  Missions. 
Sixte3n  Churches  have  weekly  Prayer  Meetings. 
It  took  twenty-eight  Church  members  on  average  to  baptize 
one  person. 

We  find  six  more  Churches  added  to  the  list  of  givers  to 
Missions  and  seven  more  giving  to  the  Hospital  than  last  year.,  while 
twenty-seven  Churches  did  not  give  to  the  Co-operative  Program 
and  eleven  did  not  observe  the  Lord's  Supper. 
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We  find  the  Churches  are  making  progress.  We  recommend - 
a  revival  for  each  church,  and  that  each  Church  support  the  work  of - 
Missionary  Baptists.

Through  the  influence  of  the  Ministers  Conference  several 
beer  joints  have  been  closed,  and  we  do  not  have  fortified  wines  sold 
now  legally  in  the  bounds  of  our  Association, 

We  must  bear  in  mind  that  the  Wets  are  at  work,  and  it  is 
a  challenge  for  us  to  work  the  harder.

REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

Someone  has  said,  "We  live  in  deeds,  not  years."  Looking 
over  the  work  done  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  of  the 
Tuckaseigee  Association  for  the  past  year,  I  feel  this  can  be  said  of 
our  women  and  young  people  who  form  the  twenty-three  missionary 
societies  in  seven  organized  Churches — out  of  forty-one.  Yet  we 
have  been  able  to  touch  only  the  rim  of  our  responsibility. 
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We  might  picture  our  work  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association 
in  three  words,  or  three  D's.  First — "Despair":  Our  great  Despair 
has  been  that  so  many  of  our  women  have  gone  complacently  about 
their  own  business,  casually  attending  and  meagerly  supporting 
church  and  societies  and  seemingly  so  indifferent  to  our  Master's 
command  to  woman  to  "Go  tell."  Our  second  "D"  is  "De- 
light" that  has  come  in  the  work  done  by  our  organized  churches. 
We  have  some  six  hundred  women  and  young  people  in  the  societies 
in  our  organized  Churches.  These  have  given  more  liberally,  had 
better  attendance  at  mieetings  and  more  mission  study  classes  than  in 
previous  years.  Our  third  "D"  is  "Desire",  that  more  of  our  pastors 
and  women  may  wake  up  to  our  need  of  more  women's  organizations 
in  which  our  women  may  study  to  "broaden  and  develop  our  women 
and  young  people  in  Christian  living,  training  and  enlistment  in 
Christian  service,  especially  in  soul  winning,  to  give  missionary  edu- 
cation to  our  women  and  young  people,  and  to  encourage  systematic 
giving  to  missions  both  at  home  and  abroad." 

In  October  we  had  with  the  Sylva  Church,  the  first  meet- 
ing of  our  new  Bryson  City  Division.  At  this  meeting  we  had  the 
great  privilege  of  having  the  workers  from  our  state  office,  the  Home 
Board  office  ,and  Dr.  Ayers,  returned  missionary  from  China.  We 
had  two  quarterly  meetings.  The  one  in  September  was  not  held 
because  of  conditions  following  the  flood.  At  our  November  meeting 
we  had  both  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Powell,  returned  Missionaries  from 
Africa.  Our  annual  meeting  met  in  Sylva  on  June  19.  Our  prin- 
cipal speaker  being  Mrs.  W.  H.  Tipton,  from  China.  Our  great  de- 
sire has  been  that  more  of  our  women  and  young  people  might  hear 
these  servants  of  our  Master  as  they  bring  us  these  messages. 

The  rally  for  the  Young  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Brysom 
City  Division  was  held  with  the  Sylva  Church  on  August  7,  with 
Sylva's  Y.  W.  A.  as  hostess.  Around  sixty  of  the  young  women  at- 
tended from  the  five  western  associations.  Truly  our  young  people 
are  the  "rainbow  of  hope"  for  our  missionary  cause  in  these  counties. 

The  women  and  young  people  of  our  organized  Churches — 
numbering  around  600 — gave  to  mission  causes  during  the  year  1940 
—$640.00.  What  might  we  hope  for  if  we  could  enlist  the  other 
three  thousand  of  our  women.  We  ask  for  the  co-operation  of  our 
pastors  and  leaders  in  this  great  "continuing  task."

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WORK 

We  have  just  closed  a  very  successful  year  in  our  Sunday 
School  work.  All  the  Sunday  Schools  making  a  report  to  the  con- 
vention each  month  have  shown  a  steady  growth  in  enrollment  and 
average  attendance.  There  has  been  a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  by 
the  pastors,  teachers  and  officers  and  others  who  who  realize  the 
value  of  Sunday  School  work  in  our  county. 

We  have  held  our  convention  on  the  second  Sunday  of  each 
month  throughout  the  year.  Our  attendance  at  these  meetings  has 
been  '  very  good,  although  a  few  of  our  Sunday  Schools  have  not 
been  represented. 

We  have  our  association  divided  into  eight  districts  with  a 
group  superintendent  over  each  of  these  districts.  On  the  fourth 
Sunday  of  April  of  this  year  we  had  a  meeting  in  each  of  these  dis- 
tricts and  we  had  a  total  of  over  six  hundred  of  our  workers  present 
in  all  these  meetings.  This  meeting  proved  so  successful  that  we 
voted  in  our  convention  to  have  a  meeting  like  this  in  each  of  the 
districts  every  fifth  Sunday  afternoon. 

We  have  had  two  meetings  of  the  associational  officers.  We 
also  had  a  one-day  conference  for  all  church  officers  in  cooperation 
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with  state  and  South-wide  Sunday  School  workers.  In  this  meeting 
we  set  the  following  goals  for  our  association  to  be  reached  during 
1941: 

(1)  Every  church  have  an  enlargement  campaign. 

(2)  Four  hundred  training  awards. 

(3)  One  thousand  gain  in  Sunday  School  enrollment. 

(4)  Twenty  Vacation  Bible  Schools. 

(5)  Ten  Church  Libraries. 

We  have  had  a  State  Vacation  Bible  School  worker  in  our 
association  this  summer  and  have  already  had  thirteen  Bible  Schools 
reported.  These  Bible  Schools  have  proved  to  be  a  great  help  to 
the  churches  where  they  were  conducted.  We  hope  that  every 
Church  will  plan  to  hold  one  each  summer  during  school  vacation. 

We  have  four  Mission  Sunday  Schools  in  unorganized 
Churches  at  Upper  Barker's  Creek,  North  Fork,  Wolf  Mountain,  and 
Fall  Cliff. 

At  our  convention  each  month  there  has  been  many  Sunday 
Schools  to  report  successful  revival  meetings  held  with  a  large  num- 
ber of  conversions.  Much  of  the  success  of  these  revival  meetings, 
we  believe,  can  be  traced  back  to  prayerful,  consecrated  teachers  and 
officers  of  the  Sunday  Schools. 

If  the  above  goals  are  to  be  reached  in  our  association,  there 
are  several  needs  that  must  be  realized  and  accomplished  by  our 
workers.    Some  of  these  are: 

(1)  More  consecrated  officers  and  teachers,  who  realize 
the  value  of  the  greatest  school  on  earth  for  character 
building. 

(2)  More  of  our  church  members  attending  Sunday  School 
and  helping  to  bear  the  burdens  of  the  church. 

(2)    More  of  our  pastors  and  superintendents  studying  the 
possibilities  of  the  Sunday  School  and  cooperating  with 
each  other  and  with  the  other  teachers  and  officers  to 
win  them  in  to  Sunday  School. 
(4)    More  Sunday  Schools  having  a  weekly  officer  and 

teachers'  meeting  or  monthly  workers'  conference. 
There  is  yet  much  that  can  and  should  be  done  for  our  Lord 
and  Master  through  our  Sunday  School  work.  We  should  be  thank- 
ful that  we  can  have  a  part  in  this  great  work.  May  we  work  on 
through  prayer,  study,  visitation,  and  personal  work,  and  do  our  best 
to  be  the  kind  of  Sunday  School  workers  that  God  would  have  us  to 
be.  Let  us  make  the  next  year  the  greatest  for  Sunday  School  work 
in  the  history  of  our  association.

REPORT  ON  SYLVA  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE 

Sylva  Collegiate  Institute  as  an  institution  has  not  been  in 
operation  for  several  years;  consequently,  there  is  no  report  to  be 
made  concerning  it,  so  the  only  report  that  can  be  made  in  this  case 
is  concerning  the  real  property. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  has  executed  and  delivered  to 
your  reporter,  a  five-year  lease  and  option  to  purchase  the  property 
on  the  terms  set  forth  in  said  paper  of  writing  which  became  effec- 
tive on  January  1st,  1941,  and  which  is  recorded  in  the  Office  of  the 
Register  of  Deeds  for  Jackson  County,  North  Carolina. 

When  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute  as  an  Institution  ceased  to 
function,  the  Home  Mission  Board  was  confronted  with  a  number  of 
conditions  that  called  for  various  outlays  of  money,  namely:  repairs 
to  four  buildings,  insurance  on  same,  taxes  and  the  expense  of  at- 
tempting to  rent  the  property  at  long  range.  An  effort  was  made  to 
rent  the  property  on  the  apartment  idea  and  the  demands  for  num- 
erous modifications,  alterations,  heat  and  water  facilities  were  so  in- 
sistent that  they  called  for  much  more  outlay  than  the  rents  would 
produce.  The  loss  of  time  together  with  the  continuous  correspond- 
ence soon  manifested  the  need  of  some  more  satisfactory  method  of 
procedure  which  led  up  to  the  execution  of  the  lease  referred  to 
above.  Under  this  lease  and  option,  the  Home  Mission  Board  is  re- 
lieved of  the  responsibility  of  up-keep,  insurance,  taxes  and  the 
burden  of  seeing  that  the  property  is  rented  at  all  times  and  is  re- 
ceiving a  specific  amount  each  month. 

As  the  record  will  disclose,  the  lease  and  option  is  for  five 
years,  at  the  end  of  which,  the  Home  Mission  Board  will  realize  in 
cash  receipts  and  savings  in  insurance,  taxes  and  up-keep  of  build- 
ings and  property  approximately  NINE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS; 
this,  added  to  what  your  reporter  saved  the  Board  in  settling  the 
street  assessment  and  and  taxes  against  this  property,  will  aggregate 
more  than  FOURTEEN  THOUSAND  DOLLARS.  There  were  only 
two  methods  of  raising  the  money:  One  method  would  have  been 
to  secure  a  loan  to  cover  this  and  the  other  would  have  been  contri- 
butions from  Baptists  of  this  section.  The  Bonding  Company  would 
not  permit  the  Board  to  increase  its  indebtedness,  consequently,  the 
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latter  method  was  the  only  way  out.  Just  how  liberally  and  freely 
we  would  have  contributed  remains  to  be  seen.  There  are  a  number 
of  facts  and  figures  that  could  be  recited  here,  but  it  is  not  deemed 
advisable  owing  to  the  length  of  the  report  that  would  be  required 
to  show  such.  Had  there  been  no  action  taken  relative  to  the  settle- 
ment of  the  street  assessment,  the  property  would  have  been  sold 
for  the  assessment  and  the  Home  Mission  Board  would  have  lost  all. 
Certain  interest,  altogether  obnoxious  to  the  Baptist  Faith  and  Doc- 
trine, were  laying  in  wait  for  the  property  to  be  sold  and  had  not 
your  reporter  worked  continuously  and  unceasingly,  the  property 
would  have  been  foreclosed.  These  are  some  of  the  facts  concerning 
the  property.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

For  long  years  after  the  Baptist  State  Convention  was  or- 
ganized more  than  one  hundred  years  ago,  the  primary  purpose 
of  what  is  called  State  Missions  was  to  promote  evangelism,  to 
establish  churches  and  support  the  churches  thus  established  by 
giving  aid  to  the  pastors  of  the  churches  until  such  time  as  they 
could  become  self-supporting.  In  later  years,  however,  many  other 
agencies  and  activities  have  been  added  as  Baptists  have  increased 
in  numbers  and  as  their  vision  has  enlarged. 
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It  is  obvious  from  the  following  quotation  from  the  present 
Constitution  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  that  the  object  of 
the  Convention  is  fivefold.  "The  object  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  to  promote  missions,  Education,  Social  Service,  the  distribu- 
tion and  study  of  the  Bible  and  sound  religious  literature;  and 
to  cooperate  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  its  work." 
The  State  Mission  Board  is  ever  growing  and  becoming  a  more 
important  part  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

Let  it  be  understood  that  the  support  of  our  hospital  and  our 
orphanage  is  not  now  considered  as  State  Mission  work  but  rather 
as  the  social  service  work  of  the  Convention. 

Report  on  Temperance  as  read  by  T.  F.  Deitz  is  given  below, 
in  part. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

No  argument  need  be  given  here  as  to  the  evils  of  intemper- 
ance. These  evils  are  understood  and  openly  admitted  by  the  citi- 
zens of  Jackson  County.  The  county  commissioners  and  the  Alder- 
men of  Sylva  have  banned  the  sale  of  wine  and  beer  on  Sunday. 
We  heartily  endorse  this  action. 

We  recommend:  (1)  That  the  preachers  preach  more  against 
intemperance  and  for  more  temperate  living;  that  the  church 
reform  the  unsincere  and  lawless  members  and  stand  for  pure 
christian  living  as  was  intended  by  its  founder.  (2)  That  we  do 
all  we  can  to  get  a  state  wide  referendum  on  the  liquor  question, 
when  the  legislature  convenes,  and  do  all  in  our  power  to  again 
make  North  Carolina  a  dry  state.

REPORT  OF  STATE  CHURCHES 

An  honest  study  of  what  information  we  could  gather  on 
the  condition  of  the  churches  reveals  the  following  facts:  35 
churches  were  represented  by  letter.  There  were  eight  churches 
which  did  not  make  any  report.  9  churches  gave  $782.97  to  the 
cooperative  program,  34  churches  gave  nothing.  19  churches  gave 
80.26  to  the  Orphanage,  24  gave  nothing  to  this  worthy  cause.  16 
churches  reported  the  giving  of  $59.78  to  the  Hospital;  27  churches 
gave  nothing. 
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Total  number  of  baptisms  reported  207,  a  gain  of  122  over 
last  year. 

We  feel  very  sorry  to  report  that  quite  a  number  of  our 
churches  are  divided  and  confused  over  the  election  of  Pastors. 
These  conditions  should  not  exist.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  reports  of  the  Sunday  Schools  that  have  been  well  rep- 
resented at  the  conventions,  held  on  the  second  Sunday  afternoon 
in  each  month,  show  a  steady  gain  in  enrollment  and  in  average 
attendance.  In  checking  the  reports  to  the  convention  by  those 
of  last  year  we  find  that  nineteen  of  the  twenty-eight  Sunday 
Schools  reporting  show  an  increase  in  enrollment  and  average 
attendance,  six  reporting  a  loss  and  three  reporting  about  the 
same  as  last  year. 

Ten  churches  report  a  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  held  this 
summer.  Only  one  Sunday  School  reports  a  training  course  for 
officers  and  teachers. 

There  are  many  and  great  opportunities  to  be  realized  in  the 
Sunday  School  work  here  in  our  Association.  If  only  our  Asso- 
ciational  organization  with  all  its  officers  would  function  properly 
and  every  Sunday  School  officer  and  teacher  would  realize  their 
responsibility  in  winning  every  one  in  their  community  into  Sun- 
day School  to  teach  them  the  Bible  in  the  way  the  Lord  would 
have  it  taught  on  Sunday  morning!

W.  M.  U.  REPORT 

It  is  with  peculiar  joy  and  gratitude  that  the  report  of  the 
year's  work  of  W.  M.  U.  of  North  Carolina  is  submitted.  It  has 
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been  a  good  year  of  interest  and  increase  along  many  lines.  Or- 
ganizations have  now  reached  a  total  of  4,075  with  a  member- 
ship of  83.521.  This  is  an  increase  over  1940  report.  There  was 
an  increase  in  the  state  denominational  paper,  and  the  goal  was 
reached  for  World  Comrades.  The  goal  set  for  Royal  Service  (W. 
M.  U.  magazine)  was  exceeded,  but  the  window  for  the  Y.  W.  A. 
fell  below  the  goal.  224  more  organizations  observed  the  week 
of  prayer  and  an  increase  of  762  tithers.  Therefore  there  is  a 
substantial  financial  gain.  We  did  not  reach  the  goal  set  for  the 
Hundred  Thousand  Club  but  there  was  an  increase  of  more  than 
$21,000.  We  give  credit  to  our  consecrated  leadership  for  this. 
Last  fall  we  held  a  two  day  workers  conference,  bringing  to  Ral- 
eigh the  divisional  and  Associational  leaders  together.  This  meet- 
ing proved  to  be  most  helpful.  V\^e  hope  that  it  will  become  a 
permanent  part  of  our  work. 

REPORT  FOR  OUR  ASSOCIATION 

In  our  own  Association  we  have  forty-three  churches,  but 
only  seven  W.  M.  Societies.  All  of  these  seven  have  some  organized 
young  peoples  work,  but  there  is  a  host  of  young  people  in  the 
Tuckaseigee  Association  who  are  getting  no  missionary  training. 
Who's  responsibility  are  they?  Mine  and  yours. 

The  women  and  young  people  raised,  since  our  last  associa- 
tion for  our  co-operative  program  and  our  Hundred  Thousand 
Club,  $473.98  besides  our  contributions  to  our  special  offerings. 

May  God  lead  us  very  definitely  and  may  we  be  willing  to 
be  thus  lead.

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THE  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  last  three  years  have  been  eventful  in  the  expansion  of 
the  hospital.  Three  years  ago  the  hospital  had  a  bed  capacity  of 
100  and  by  overcrowding,  we  were  caring  for  4,000  patients  per  year. 

Today,  we  have  a  modernly  constructed  and  equipped  hos- 
pital with  a  bed  capacity  of  almost  10,000  patients  annually,  and 
now  caring  for  about  650  patients  per  month.  Owing  to  a  shortage 
of  nurses  caused  by  war  conditions,  the  hospital  has  been  able 
to  open  a  few  rooms. 

We  shall  have  this  year  not  less  than  2,500  service  or  free 
patients.  This  will  represent,  including  hospital  and  medical  serv- 
ice, about  $250,000  in  free  service  for  this  year. 

The  hospital  has  a  staff  of  26  internes  and  about  100  doctors 
practicing  in  the  hospital.  In  addition,  it  has  the  free  service  of 
the  entire  staff  of  the  Medical  School  whenever  desired  for  con- 
sultation and  diagnosis.  Every  department  is  thoroughly  organized 
to  give  the  most  efficient  service  possible. 

The  equipment,  as  well  as  the  building,  is  entirely  modern. 
The  hospital  recently  added  $20,000  worth  of  new  instruments  to 
the  operating  rooms  and  $44,000  worth  of  nex  X-Ray  equipment 
the  operating  rooms  and  $44,000  worth  of  new  X-Ray  equipment, 

The  hospital,  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical  School,  has  a 
floor  space  of  four  acres  and  represents  a  value  to  the  denomina- 
tion of  $2,000,000  with  only  a  very  small  amount  of  indebtedness. 

The  purpose  of  the  hospital  shall  remain  as  ever — to  give 
hospital  treatment  to  those  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  same,  edu- 
cate nurses  with  Christian  Ideals,  and  at  the  same  time,  maintain 
a  standard  of  scientific  efficiency  "second  to  none  in  the  country." 
It  is  the  abiding  purpose  of  the  management  that  it  shall  be  def- 
initely a  Christian  Institution  with  all  that  it  implies. 

This  greatly  expanded  service  which  is  growing  more  and 
more  into  every  section  of  the  state,  of  course,  requires  an  in- 
creased support.  This,  we  are  glad  to  report,  is  growing  year  by 
year.  In  addition  to  the  Mother's  Day  offering  by  the  churches  and 
Sunday  Schools,  which  has  increased  in  the  last  few  years  from 
$11,500  to  about  $38,000  this  year,  the  hospital  linens  contributed 
by  the  W.  M.  U.'s  and  other  church  agencies  has  increased  year 
by  year.

ORPHANAGE  REPORT 

I  am  sometimes  led  to  believe  that  the  Baptists  of  North 
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Carolina  do  not  realize  the  importance  of  providing  for  the  or- 
phans within  our  midst. 

In  utter  disregard  of  the  Biblical  command  that  "we  provide 
for  the  widows  and  orphans"  there  are  churches  in  the  Tucka- 
seigee  Association  that  have  not  in  years  given  anything  toward 
the  support  of  the  orphanage.  How  can  we  hope  to  make  strong, 
able  and  intelligent  men  and  women  out  of  these  boys  and  girls 
if  we  are  unwilling  to  provide  them  with  the  necessities  of  life  and 
a  reasonable  education?  They  are  not  to  blame  because  they  are 
left  to  plod  the  pathway  of  life  without  the  guiding  hand  of  a 
father  or  mother.  They  are  not  to  blame  because  they  have  no 
home  cr  no  relative  to  whom  they  may  go  for  food  and  shelter, 
but  if  this  food  and  shelter  is  not  provided,  you  and  I  are  to  blame, 
you  and  I  who  call  ourselves  Christians— you  and  I  who  have 
pledged  one  with  another  that  we  would  provide  for  them — The 
question  I  raise  with  you  today  is  this — are  we  providing  for  them 
as  we  agreed — are  we  carrying  out  the  command  of  Jesus — do  our 
hearts  tell  us  that  we  have  met  the  challenge  and  fulfilled  our 
obligation — does  the  record  of  your  church  indicate  that  you  and 
the  other  members  of  your  church  have  through  the  year  had  the 
children  of  our  orphanage  on  your  minds  and  hearts?  What  have 
you  given  personally  toward  their  food,  shelter  and  education? 
What  has  your  church  given?  I  long  for  the  day  when  every  church 
in  this  Association  will  provide  a  monthly  offering  for  these  boys 
and  girls  who  have  been  left  in  the  world  homeless,  penniless  and 
in  many  instances  friendless,  except  for  the  church. 

We  talk  about  National  Defense.  We  read  about  National 
Defense,  but  the  only  way  to  have  a  perfect  National  Defense  is 
to  have  our  boys  and  girls  trained  in  the  way  of  the  Lord.  Only 
those  who  love  the  Lord  can  provide  this  training.  If  you  and 
I  will  provide  the  money  our  leaders  can  give  many  of  the  under- 
privileged boys  and  girls  this  training  they  so  much  need.  Last 
year  this  Association  provided  $225.88  in  cash  and  $625.00  worth 
of  provisions  to  this  worthy  object.  For  the  next  year  we  ought  to 
double  this  amount,  both  in  cash  and  provisions.  It  can  be  done 
if  the  Baptists  of  this  Association  will  only  awake  to  their  oppor- 
tunity and  responsibility. 

Last  year,  we  cared  for  739  children,  in  addition  to  making 
adjustments  for  a  large  number  of  others,  with  relatives  and 
friends.  59  were  cared  for  in  their  own  homes,  and  28  in  boarding 
homes,  making  a  total  of  826. 

564  applications  were  received  and  every  application  has  been 
investigated. 
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This  year,  up  to  June  1,  43  churches  have  paid  $157.25.  Only 
12  churches  in  our  association  have  paid  anything,  leaving  31 
churches  that  have  not  paid  anything.

Annua!  Report  for  1942 

NORTH  CAROLSPs!A  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

Article  I  of  our  constitution  says:  "This  institution  shall  be  known  as 
the  Baptist  Orphanage  of  North  Carolina,  Incorporated,  formerly 
known  as  Thomasville  Baptist  Orphanage  and  later  known  as  the 
Mills  Home,  according  to  its  amended  charter,  and  shall  have  for  its 
object  the  support  and  caring  for  and  training  of  dependent  children 
of  the  Vv^hite  race." 

There  are  two  officials  of  the  Orphanage,  a  general  superintendent 
and  a  treasurer.  Mr.  I.  G.  Greer  is  the  general  superintendent  and  Mr. 
R.  D.  Covington  is  treasurer.  Their  offices  are  in  Thomasville  and  are 
located  on  the  Mills  Home  grounds. 

The  Orphanage  maintains  two  homes,  the  Mills  Home  in  Thomasville 
and  the  Kennedy  Home  near  Kinston.  These  are  not  two  orphanages 
but  are  the  two  homes  of  the  Baptist  Orphanage.  Each  of  these  homes 
has  a  superintendent  but  neither  has  a  separate  treasurer,  for  the 
Orphanage  treasurer  handles  ail  of  the  finances  of  both  homes.  Miss 
Sarah  E.  Elmore  is  superintendent  of  Mills  Home  and  Rev.  W.  C.  Reed 
is  superintendent  of  Kennedy  Home. 

The  Social  Service  Department,  Miss  Hattie  Edwards,  director,  re- 
ceives all  applications  for  the  'entrance  of  children  into  the  Orphanage 
and  after  investigation  makes  recommendation  to  the  general  superin- 
tendent, who  makes  the  final  decision.  He  says  whether  the  child  is  to 
be  accepted  land  if  so  into  which  home.  If  it  seems  best  he  places  the 
child  in  a  boarding  home  or  establishes  a  mother's  aid  home. 

We  have  cared  for  during  1942,  687  in  the  two  homes,  35  in  boarding 
homes,  and  74  in  their  own  homes.  We  have  been  able  to  place  a 
larger  number  than  ever  before,  thus  enabling  us  to  be  of  service  to 
more  children. 

Attendance  in  school  reached  almost  99  per  cent,  due  to  the  general 
good  health  of  the  children  and  the  almost  total  absence  of  any  conta- 
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gious  diseases.  , 

As  a  result  of  good  food,  regular  hours  and  the  cooperation  of  all 
workers,  the  health  of  our  children  is  far  above  that  of  the  outside  pop- 
ulation. 

Many  activities  are  involved  in  the  production  of  good  food.  The 
farm  from  which  we  receive  fresh  vegetables  in  abundance  along  with 
pork  and  beef,  the  dairy  from  which  each  child  receives  a  quart  of 
whole  milk  daily,  the  poultry  yard  where  all  of  our  chickens  and  eggs 
are  produced,  and  the  100,000  half  gallon  jars  that  are  filled  with 
every  kind  of  fruit  and  vegetable  by  our  friends  all  over  North  Caro- 
lina. All  of  these  good  things  are  sent  out  to  our  19  kitchens  of  the 
two  homes  where  thy  are  prepared  as  well  balanced  meals  under  the 
supervision  of  trained  workers. 

Clothing  to  a  great  extent  is  made  by  the  children,  with  the  aid  of 
competent  supervisors. 

More  than  10,000  pieces  pass  through  the  two  laundries  each  week. 
The  greater  part  of  this  work  is  done  by  the  girls.  Colored  help  is  em- 
ployed for  the  heaviest  of  the  labor 

The  physical  education  program  goes  on  the  year  round  with  trained 
directors  in  charge. 

A  graded  Sunday  school,  B.  T.  U.,  and  W.  M.  U.  both  at  Kennedy 
Home  and  Mills  Home  helps  in  rounding  out  the  lives  of  our  boys  and 
girls. 

Charity  and  Children  is  published  each  week  at  Mills  Home  and 
covers  the  activities  of  the  entire  Orphanage.  Along  with  the  paper 
a  profitable  commercial  printing  shop  is  maintained  and  large  num- 
bers of  our  boys  are  trained. 

The  greatest  asset  of  this  Orphanage  are  the  many  friends  who 
love  it.  That  mighty  Thanksgiving  offering  whose  echoes  are  still 
sweetly  ringing  in  our  hearts  was  the  most  heartening  and  uplifting 
thing  in  a  financial  way  that  has  ever  come  to  our  Orphanage  life. 
The  continuation  of  the  monthly  offerings  from  the  Sunday  school 
climaxed  by  another  Thanksgiving  offering  as  good  or  better  than  the 
one  of  last  year  will  make  it  possible  for  us  to  meet  the  demands  being 
placed  upon  us  in  these  strenuous  times. 

We  must  never  lose  sight  of  the  one  chief  purpose  of  the  Orphan- 
age, and  that  is  making  worth  while  men  and  women  out  of  dependent 
boys  and  girls.

THE  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  Baptist  Hospital  has  completed  a  full  year  with  its  enlarged 
facilities.  Instead  of  caring  for  4,000  patients  as  formerly,  we  have 
had  12,000  the  past  year,  1942.  It  is  again  becoming  increasingly  dif- 
ficult to  provide  for  the  growing  numbers  of  sick  who  come  for  treat- 
ment— an  average  of  33  each  day. 

Of  these  12,000  patients  who  were  treated  last  year,  4,000  were 
service  patients:  That  is,  were  unable  to  pay  a  hospital  bill.  These 
are  the  sick  for  whom  our  Mother's  Day  Offering  is  made.  It  is  also 
interesting  to  note  that  4,000  of  this  12,000  patients  were  mothers 
who  had,  here  and  there  in  our  state,  12,000  children  waiting  anxiously 
for  her  return.  We  had  also  about  175  ministers,  returned  mission- 
aries, ministerial  students  and  children  from  our  orphanage  for  whom 
no  change  was  made. 

The  Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  116  students  in 
training,  51  staff  and  graduate  nurses,  with  an  addition  of  22  nurses 
and  Red  Cross  Aids,  making  a  nursing  staff  of  189. 

It  is  one  of  the  functions  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  to  educate  as 
many  nurses  as  possible  with  the  Christian  ideal  of  service.  These 
are  always  selected  so  as  to  represent  as  nearly  as  possible  every 
section  of  our  state. 

Although  quite  a  number  of  our  medical  staff  are  constantly  go- 
ing into  the  service  of  our  country,  we  still  have  a  staff  of  about  75 
doctors,  almost  all  of  whom  are  specialist  in  the  several  fields  of 
medicine  and  surgery.. 

These  two  institutions — ^Hospital  and  Medical  School — represent 
a  money  value  to  the  denomination  of  $2,000,000. 

It  is  with  a  just  pride,  we  trust,  that  the  American  Medical  Asso- 
ciation has  given  the  Baptist  Hospital  the  highest  rating  of  any  hos- 
pital in  the  entire  south,  save  one. 

The  hospital  desires  to  express  to  the  members  of  this  association 
their  appreciation  for  the  best  Mother's  Day  offering  ever,  and  also 
to  the  W.  M.  U.'s  and  other  church  agencies  this  same  appreciation 
for  their  generous  contributions  of  hospital  linen. 

This  hospital  was  ibuilt  and  has  operated  for  these  20  years  with 
one  great  fundamental  purpose:  that  it  shall  be  an  institution  through 
which  the  half  million  Baptist  of  our  state  may  render  a  definite 
Christian  service  to  sick  and  suffering  humanity  who  could  not,  in 
most  instances,  have  hospital  treatment  otherwise.  It  is  the  purpose 
of  the  denomination  and  the  management  that  it  shall  forever  remain 
true  to  this  one  purpose  in  additon  to  its  wider  service.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN   EDUCATION  TO  THE  TUCKASEIGEE 
BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

When  is  education  not  Christian?  When  has  true  Christian  reli- 
gion ever  failed  to  be  an  eternal  process  of  education,  growth,  and 
development?  Where  Christianity  has  flourished  we  have  always 
found  all  those  virtues  that  combine  to  formulate  a  true  character. 
We  live  a  threefold  life.  If  we  make  nian  only  physical  in  his  being 
and  give  him  all  the  physical  qualities  that  could  be  possessed  and 
used  by  him  he  would  only  be  a  brute.  Make  him  all  brain  and  he 
still  would  be  only  ap  hantom.  ake  all  his  brain,  all  his  bone,  flesh, 
and  blood  away  and  give  him  nothing  but  spirit  and  you  would  have 
a  ghost.  We  have  little  use  for  any  one  of  these  three  in  this  world 
in  which  we  live  today.  But  somewhere  there  is  a  happy  balance 
struck.  And  who  knew  more  where  to  strike  that  balance  and  prop- 
erly proportion  these  factors  than  our  Father  who  breathed  the  breath 
of  life  into  our  nostrils  and  made  us  living  souls. 

Man  has  fallen.  He  is  broken.  We  must  remold  ourselves  into 
the  image  of  God  by  a  rebirth.  This  miraculous  process  requires  the 
work  of  the  divine  and  of  man,  too.  That  type  of  training  which  best 
fits  man  for  his  share  of  the  task  is  education.  If  it  is  done  in  God's 
plan  it  is  Christian  education.  Those  godly  men  and  women  who 
have  done  all  to  attain  this  likeness  are  most  able  to  instruct  the 
youth  in  the  quest  of  this  gerat  attainment.  Far  too  many  of  our 
parents  wait  till  son  and  daughter  are  of  school  age  and  hope  to  turn 
them  over  to  our  schools  and  have  them  remade  to  order.  This  is  an 
awful  mistake. 

Fortunately,  we  live  in  a  land  of  Christian  schools  of  all  levels 
of  training,  but  they  alone  can  not  make  Christian  men  of  our  boys 
and  girls.  The  greatest  Christian  institution  in  this  world  is  the  Chris- 
tian home.  Never  in  history  has  this  great  institution  been  forced 
with  the  momentous  challenge  as  it  is  now.  I  am  not  thinking  of  the 
war  and  the  bloody  field  of  battle.  That  can  not  destroy  the  home. 
Its  effects  can.  Parents,  thisday  is  a  warning  to  you.  Are  you  taking 
care  of  your  teen-age  children?  Hell  is  looking  for  them.  Accord- 
ing to  Eleanor  Lake  in  Common  Sense,  May  issue,  1943,  you  are  told 
of  s3me  tragedies  that  to  my  mind  for  over  shadovv^  Dunkirk  or  Pearl 
Harbor.  A  year  ago  seventy-five  percent  of  social  disease  in- 
fections in  our  armed  forces  was  tracial  to  professional  pros- 
stitutes.  Today  eight  per  cent  of  it  comes  from  young  casuals 
and  amateurs.  Back  of  this  shocking  fact  lies  the  greatest  problem  of 
the  home,  school,  and  church  of  today:  the  frightening  rise  in  the 
delinquency  of  the  teen-age  girl.  Reports  from  more  than  a  score  of 
our  towns  and  cities  show  that  this  crime  has  gone  from  double  to 
five-fold  in  one  year.    Parents,  for  Heaven's  sake  pause  here  and 
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think.  These  fourteen,  fifteen,  sixteen  years  old  girls  are  paying  the 
greatest  prices.  More  than  four  hundred  thousand  are  now  poisoned 
with  a  poison  worse  than  venom  which  will,  more  than  probably, 
turn  more  than  on  hundred  twenty  thousand  of  them  over  to  the 
undertaker,  over  another  hundred  thousand  to  the  insane  institutions 
and  leave  the  others  condemned  to  a  miserable  life  of  suffering  and 
early  death.  Only  a  few  escape  to  spread  the  deadly  infection  to  other 
victims  and  innocent  children. 

We  need  more  Christian  education.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

We  are  living  in  a  time  when  the  hearts  of  men  are  baffled  and 
confused.  We  know  not  what  to  expect.  It  would  be  foolish  for  us 
to  predict  what  the  coming  months  hold  for  us.  But  we  do  know  a 
few  things  that  have  transpired  in  the  past,  some  of  which  are  good, 
and  some  are  bad.  The  bad  of  course  is  th  World  War  which  has  ef- 
fected every  fiber  of  our  Foreign  Missions  program.  Many  of  our  best 
Missionaries  had  to  abandon  their  fields  who  chose  to  remain  are 
subject  to  great  danger  and  persecution.  But  let  us  not  become  dis- 
couraged for  thsi  has  followed  th  trail  of  Christianity  all  the  way 
down. 

But  the  best  of  all  is  that  we  have  made  an  uphill  clime  bur- 
den with  a  heavy  load  of  debt  hanging  over  us.  Till  last  February  we 
reached  the  top  and  paid  off  the  last  dollar  of  the  debt  on  our  Foreign 
Mission  board  which  opens  the  way  for  a  bright  post-war  future  for 
foreign  missions.  We  hope  we  have  passed  the  crisis  when  we  shall 
soon  say  again  with  empiiasis,  "The  Earth  shall  be  full  of  this  knowl- 
edge and  glory  as  the  waters  that  covers  the  sea."  And  the  kingdoms 
of  this  world  shall  become  the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour.

STATE  MISSIONS  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 

Figures  which  seem  fairly  reliable  state  that  of  the  world  popula- 
tion only  one  out  of  every  165  is  a  Baptist.  Of  all  those  in  the  world 
who  are  called  Christian  and  belong  to  any  church  that  bears  a  Chris- 
tian name,  only  one  out  of  fifty  is  a  Baptist.  In  our  own  United 
States  about  one  out  of  every  six  who  belong  to  any  branch  of  the 
Christian  church  is  Baptist.  In  North  Carolina  about  one  out  of  every 
two  belonging  to  any  church  belongs  to  a  Baptist  church. 

Now  these  striking  figures  suggest: 

Less  than  one- third  of  the  total  world  population  belongs  to  any 
Christian  church.  What  a  marvelous  opportunity  for  world  missions, 
and  particularly  for  Baptist  world  missions.  Of  significent  import  is 
the  fact  that  about  one-half  of  all  those  in  North  Carolina  who  are 
called  Christian  are  Baptists.  And  to  go  a  little  further,  let  it  be  said 
that  one  out  of  every  five  of  the  total  white  population  in  North  Car- 
olina is  Baptist.    If  we  include  the  total  population,  almost  one  out 
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of  four  is  a  Baptist.  This  means  that  if  Baptists  were-  genuinely 
Christian  our  State  would  be  well  on  the  way  toward  being  a.  Christian 
state.  And  yet  everyone  knows  that  as  a  state  we  are  far  from  being 
Christian.  It  means  also  that  Baptists  would  appear  to  be  at  least 
one-half  responsible  for  the  one  million  human  souls  in  North  Caro- 
lina who  have  never  yet  said  yes  to  Christ. 

Now  in  the  face  of  all  these  facts  the  task  of  State  Missions  in 
North  Carolina  is  quite  clear.  Recently  a  young  preacher  remarked 
that  some  people  he  met  believed  we  should  make  North  Carolina 
Christian  first  and  perhaps  forget  other  areas  of  the  world  until  that 
was  accomplished.  That  conclusion  is  of  course  incorrect.  If  we  are 
to  try  to  christianize  North  Carolina,  we  must  carry  on  a  State  Mission 
program  and  at  the  same  time  a  Foreign  Mission  program.  They  go 
together  or  not  at  all.  Let  a  church  forget  state  missions  and  it  soon 
v/ill  forget  foreign  missions  or  let  it  forget  foreign  missions  and  it 
soon  will  forget  state  missions.  At  the  same  time  one  must  bear  in 
mind  that  the  demonstration  of  the  Christian  way  of  life  here  in 
North  Carolina  will  be  worth  to  the  rest  of  the  world  scores  or  more 
of  arguments. 

Through  our  State  Mission  program  we  are  attempting  to  develop 
a  teaching  and  training  program  of  those  already  in  the  church.  At 
the  same  time  through  aid  to  missionary  pastors,  through  help  to 
growing  churches  in  needy  and  strategic  places;  and  in  other  ways 
the  State  Mission  program  is  seeking  to  win  some  of  those  millions  of 
souls  to  Christ. 

During  the  present  year  there  is  available  for  the  State  Mission 
program  about  $150,000.  It  ought  to  be  at  least  $250,000.  The  war 
areas  in  the  East  are  the  greatest  challenge  we  face  at  the  moment. 

What  is  the  individual  to  do  about  this?  What  is  the  church  to 
do  about  it? 

The  answer  is:  Support  the  Baptist  Cooperative  Program,  for 
State  Missions  receives  15%  of  the  Undesignated  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram money.  Recently  an  appeal  has  been  sent  out  for  an  extra 
offering  to  help  in  the  work  around  the  camps.  Churches  which  have 
not  taken  this  offering  are  urged  to  do  so.  That  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  each  year  on  the  last  Sunday  in  October  the  Sunday  Schools 
are  asked  to  make  a  generous  offering  for  the  whole  State  Mission 
program.  Also  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  laying  unusual 
stress  on  their  State  Mission  program.  They  will  make  their  offer- 
ing in  September.  One  Dollar,  just  one  dollar,  from  each  aduU  mem- 
ber of  our  churches  would  give  us  an  offering  of  about  $100,000. 

We  Baptists  have  a  tremendous  responsibility  to  aid  in  growmg 
-a  Christian  state.  To  this  end  let  us  give  our  prayers  and  our  means 
with  enthusiasm!

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

We  are  glad  to  report  to  this  association  that  the  long  uphill  pull 
of  the  board  which  has  been  burdened  with  debt  and  discouragement 
has  resulted  in  reaching  the  top  and  we  can  now  report  that  the  Home 
'Mission  Board  is  entirely  out  of  debt,  and,  that  all  activities  of  the 
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board  are  still  making  remarkable  progress. 

Our  work  consists  in  preaching  the  gospel  to  the  Negroes  in  our 
own  section  and  to  the  Indians  throughout  the  southland;  in  estab- 
lishing New  Mission  in  Cuba,  Mexico  and  other  nearby  islands  in  the 
South;  in  building  Mission  Chapels;  and,  in  furnishing  preachers 
when  and  where  needed. 

"The  future  of  our  country  is  at  stake.  The  future  of  Christianity 
is  at  stake.  No  work  that  we  can  do  in  Amerca  today  will  mean  as 
much  to  the  rehabilitation  of  the  world  as  that  of  making  America 
Christian.  Ultimately  and  fundamentally,  the  world  peace,  prosperity 
and  porgress  is  base  upon  the  character  of  the  people  who  live  in  the 
world,  and  character  is  rooted  in  christainity.  Spiritual  things,  the 
things  that  Christianity  produces,  are  the  things  that  the  world  needs 
most  of  all  right  now,  and  if  we  could  bring  America  to  the  place 
where  Americans  put  these  things  first,  to  the  place  where  Christian 
ideals  were  dominant,  we  would  have  rendered  the  greatest  service 
within  our  power  to  render  to  the  world.  Let  America  become  a 
leader  in  righteousness  and  she  will  do  more  toward  the  restoration 
oi  peace,  happiness  and  prosperity  among  the  nations  of  the  world 
than  she  can  ever  do  in  the  economic  and  industrial  fields.  We  do 
not  need  to  stabilize  the  American  dollar  half  as  much  as  we  need  to 
give  moral  and  spiritual  stabilization  to  American  life." 

The  fundamental  and  underlying  cause  of  this  present  world 
conflict  is  selfishness.  The  world  is  now  dominated  by  selfish,  am- 
bitous,  godless  men  who  seek  to  satisfy  their  own  selfish  desires  at 
the  expense  of  all  that  right  and  just  and  will  resort  to  any  means  of 
accomplishing  this  end.  Such  a  principle  is  ultimately  doomed  in 
the  end,  but,  until  Christians  in  America  live  and  teach  Christianity 
in  its  purity  to  the  end  that  their  influence  and  power  is  felt  thorough- 
GUl  the  v/orld,  we  shall  have  failed  in  this  our  greatest  opportunity 
and  no  lasting  peace  will  prevail  among  the  nations  of  the  world. 
Christ  is  the  only  answer  to  this  war-torn  world  and  preaching  Christ 
is  the  Mission  of  the  Home  Mission  Board.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  TO  THE 
TUCKASEIGEE  ASSOC  I ATION— AUGUST,  1943 

With  deep  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  do  we  review  the 
work  of  the  Women  and  Young  People  that  go  to  make  up  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina  and  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Associa- 
tion for  the  year  1942-1943. 

Hearty  co-operation  all  along  the  line  from  our  State  Officers 
through  Division,  Association  and  local  societies  has  made  this  growth 
possible. 

A  hymn  of  praise  ascends  to  our  Father  when  we  read  the 
treasurer's  report  from  North  Carolina  women.  Every  aim  was  real- 
ized in  the  State,  surpassing  the  gifts  of  1941  by  almost  $50,000.00. 
Our  Heck  Memorial  offering,  which  Miss  Mallory  terms,  "North  Car- 
olina's Magical  Offering",  exceeded  by  $4,000.00  the  apportionment. 
In  all  of  this  your  women  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Association  have  had  a 
part,  having  given  to  the  three  objects,  Co-operative  Program,  Special 
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Offerings,  and  Hundred  Thousand  Club  $1,021.60. 

Our  annual  meeting  was  held  with  the  Sylva  church  with  a  splen- 
did attendance,  every  Woman's  Missionary  Society  being  represented. 
Besides  other  visitors  we  had  with  us  Misses  Bertha  Smith  and  Mary 
Herring,  both  returned  Missionaries  from  China  who  brought  us  help- 
ful messages  on  the  needs  and  our  responsibility  to  these  war-torn 
people. 

In  spite  of  the  gas  and  tire  cry,  we  have  had  our  three  quarterly 
meetings.  Two  or  these  study  meetings,  using  in  September  the  book 
written  by  our  own  State  Secretary,  M.  A.  Huggins,  "Kingdom  Build- 
ing in  North  Carolina",  then  in  November  we  used  "Fellow  Helpers 
to  the  Truth",  the  book  used  by  all  Southern  Baptist  Women  in  prep- 
aration for  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  Foreign  Missions, 

All  of  our  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  observed  one  or  more 
of  the  three  seasons  of  prayer,  and  some  of  our  Young  People  So- 
cieties. If  the  women  of  all  of  our  churches  had  observed  these  sea- 
sons of  study  and  prayer,  what  might  have  been  our  results?  "Study 
to  'Make  Thyself  Approved  Unto  God". 

We  have  nine  active  societies  with  our  women,  but  we  have  lost 
some  of  our  Young  People  and  Junior  organizations  because  of  lack 
of  leaders.  Whose  responsibility  are  these  Young  People?  Yours 
and  mine! 

These  Young  People  are  not  in  any  way  responsible  for  this 
broken  and  confused  world  in  which  we  live.  They  are  the  jewels  of 
our  homes,  our  churches,  and  of  our  natoin.  They  deserve  our  best, 
are  we  giving  it  to  them,  or  are  we  too  busy  with  other  things? 

Two  of  our  churches  were  represented  at  Girls'  Auxiliary  Camp 
at  Ridgecrest,  but  think  of  the  fine  young  girls  of  our  Association  who 
d-d  not  have  this  opportunity. 

Our  Intermediate  boys,  who  should  be  our  Royal  Ambassadors 
are  in  grave  danger.  What  are  we  doing  to  prepare  them  for  the  life 
they  must  face,  and  for  the  world  they  must  help  rebuild? 

We  would  call  on  our  pastors,  parents,  and  church  workers  in 
each  department  to  realize  "We  are  Brothers  All",  and  in  this  new 
year,  may  we  each  be  ready  to  do  our  part  "that  all  the  kingdoms  of 
the  earth  may  know  that  T  hou  art  the  Lord,  even  Thou  only",  and 
say  with  our  beloved  Miss  Heck — "For  we  serve  the  Lord  Christ". 
(Col.  3:24).

The  only  way  to  solve  the  church  finance  question  is  to  come

In  more  than  eight  bool^s  in  the  Bible  we  are  told  how  to  tithe. 
In  Chronicles  31th  chapter,  5th  verse,  we  are  told  to  bring  our  tithes 
in  at  our  revival  times.  We  are  never  told  to  promiscuously  behand- 
ing  money  or  other  gifts  to  preachers  or  any  one  else,  but  should  be 
given  to  the  church  treasury  to  be  disbursed  by  the  church  order. 

There  is  no  call  for  gifts.  All  Christian  church  members  owe

have  our  being."

$86.58.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

This  report  of  the  Sunday  School  work  in  the  association  is  based 
on  the  reports  from  each  Sunday  School  that  are  brought  into  the 
monthly  conventions.  Not  all  Sunday  Schools  attend  or  report  to  the 
convention,  so  we  know  very  little  about  them. 

We  feel  very  much  encouraged  about  our  work,  although  many 
of  the  S.  S.  do  not  show  an  increase  in  enrollment,  yet  they  do  show 
an  incrase  in  average  attendance  and  this  shows  that  our  people  are 
working  and  visiting  to  bring  others  into  S.  S.  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  many  of  our  people  are  away,  some  in  the  service  of  our  country, 
and  others  on  defense  works. 

In  spite  of  the  problems  we  have  had  to  face  this  year,  we  have 
held  our  S.  S.  conventions  each  month.  The  attendance  and  interest 
at  these  meetings  has  been  good,  and  we  feel  sure  that  all  S.  S.  work- 
ers went  away  with  agreater  interest  in  our  work  and  an  inspiration 
to  go  and  so  more  for  our  master. 

There  has  been  a  Vacation  Bible  School  conducted  in  twelve  (12) 
of  our  churches  this  summer.  Some  of  these  were  made  possible  by 
the  help  of  Miss  Gretchen  Johnson,  a  state  worker  who  was  sent  to 
us  by  our  State  S.  S.  Secretary,  Brother  L.  L.  Morgan. 

On  April  1st  of  this  year,  we  held  at  Sylva  Church  a  one-day 
asso'ciational  meeting  for  pastors,  officers  and  teachers  of  the  S.  S. 
The  meeting  was  conducted  by  a  South-wide  worker,  sent  to  us  by 
the  Baptist  S.  S.  Board.  At  this  meeting  the  S.  S.  represented,  made 
plans  and  set  goals  to  be  reached  during  this  year.  Already  some  of 
the  churches  have  reported  progress  made  in  reaching  these  goals, 
such  as  holding  a  weekly  officer's  and  teacher's  meeting,  a  training 
course  for  workers,  awards  for  the  workers,  libraries  organized  in 
the  churches  and  a  growth  in  enrollment. 
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In  the  reports  to  the  conventions,  it  is  interesting  to  note  the 
many  churches,  who  are  building  or  remodeUng  their  buildings  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  Sunday  Schools. 

Now  miore  than  ever  we  need  better  and  larger  S.  S.  in  every 
church.  Now  more  than  ever  weneed  to  come  togther  in  our  monthly 
conventions.  Now  more  than  ever  we  need  to  so  teach  God's  in  the 
S.  S.  that  the  lost  may  be  won  to  Jesus.  Now  more  than  ever  we  need 
pastors,  officers  and  teachers  working  together  for  the  upbuilding  of 
God's  Kingdom,  through  the  S.  S.  work. 

"If  thou  faint  in  the  day  of  adversity  thy  strength  is  small". 
(Proverbs  24:10). 

The  moderator  stated  that  a  report  should  be  given  next  year 
on  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  Mr.  Hugh  Monteith  moved  that  H.  H. 
Sutton  be  named  for  the  report  and  Rev.  B.  S.  Hensley  seconded. 

The  nominating  committee  gave  their  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  Committees  to  report  next  year.

1.  That  we  desire  to  express  to  the  membership  of  the  Hamburg 
Baptist  church  our  sincere  thanks  for  the  fine  manner  in  which  this 
church  has  entertained  the  114th  session  of  our  association. 

2.  That  we  do  commend  the  action  of  the  Board  of  County  com- 
missioners of  Jackson  county  in  banning  the  sale  of  beer  and  wine  in 
our  county  and  we  pledge  to  them  the  support  of  the  members  of  the 
Baptist  churches  in  Jackson  county  in  any  effort  that  may  be  necessary 
to  sustain  thier  action  in  this  matter. 

3.  We  are  opposed  to  the  manufacture,  and  sale  of  any  intoxicat- 
ing beverages  in  North  Carolina  and  we  urge  all  people  who  believe 
in  the  teachings  of  Christ,  to  place  theeir  influence  against  the  liquor 
traffic.  We  believe  that  church  members  ought  to  take  a  firm  stand 
against  the  use  of  liquor  or  other  intoxicating  oeverages.

REPORT  ON  THE   BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

We  are  very  happy  to  be  able  to  give  a  good  report  on  the  BIBLICAL 
RECORDER  this  year.  The  circulation  of  the  paper  since  August, 
1942,  has  increased  rapidly.  The  present  circulation  approximates 
18,000,  which  means  a  net  gain  since  last  August  of  more  than  7,000. 
For  this  increase  we  are  profoundly  grateful  to  God  and  to  the  pastors 
and  leaders  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  who  have  supported  the  paper 
enthusiastically  and  have  done  what  they  could  to  get  it  into  the  homes 
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of  the  people.  We  want  to  express  our  appreciation  to  General  Seecre- 
tary  M.  A.  Huggins  and  all  th  State  workers  for  the  great  help  which 
they  have  rendered. 

The  paper  has  also  shown  good  progress  financially.  The  State 
Convention  very  generously  agreed  to  grant  to  the  RECORDER  a 
thousand  dollars  a  month,  but  we  are  happy  to  report  that  we  have 
had  to  call  on  the  cenvention  for  not  more  than  fifty  peer  cent  of 
this  amount,  practically  all  of  which  has  been  used  to  pay  for  paper 
on  which  the  RECORDER  is  printed.  We  should  like  very  much  for 
the  RECORDER  to  be  entirely  self  supporting;  but  we  are  getting 
out  such  a  high  quality  paper,  and  in  many  cases  sending  it  to  the 
people  for  less  than  cost,  that  it  is  rather  difficult  to  do  this.  How- 
ever, the  important  thing  is  to  get  out  a  good  wholesome  paper  and 
to  get  it  into  the  homes  of  ourBaptist  people. 

The  RECORDER  has  three  simple  subscription  plans:  $2.00  a 
year  for  individual  subscriptions;  $1.50  a  year  for  clubs — a  minimum 
of  at  least  three  subscriptions  is  required  for  every  church  reporting 
less  than  a  hundred  members,  and  five  subscriptions  for  every  church 
reporting  more  than  a  hundred  members;  $1.20  a  year  for  the  budget 
or  family  plan — one  subscription  for  each  active,  resident  church 
family  is  required.  We  hope  that  pastors,  superintendents,  deacons, 
Training  Union,  and  W.  M.  U.  leaders  will  do  what  they  can  to  en- 
courage a  good  club  in  every  Baptist  church;  or,  better  still,  to  persuade 
the  churches  to  inaugurate  the  budget  plan. 

Our  aim  is  to  make  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  both  a  good, 
wholesome,  attractive  weekly  that  will  be  of  interest  and  help  to  the 
whole  family  circle  and  a  solid,  substantial  denominational  journal; 
and  we  feel,  since  it  is  the  organ  of  our  Baptist  State  Convention  and 
because  of  the  service  it  will  render,  that  it  ought  to  be  in  every 
North  Carolina  Baptist  home.  We  hope  our  Baptist  people  will  re- 
member us  constantly  in  prayer  and  let  us  hear  from  them  if  they 
have  any  material  or  suggestions  for  the  good  of  the  paper,  or  if  we 
can  be  of  any  service  to  them.  One  of  the  great  needs  for  our  people 
is  that  they  be  informed,  trained,  and  enlisted  in  the  whole  program 
of  the  church  and  the  Kingdom  of  God;  and  we  feel  that  the  BIBLICAL 
RECORDER  is  of  immense  value  in  this  great  cause.  We  want  to  be 
a  comrade  and  helper  to  every  Baptist  home  and  church  in  North 
Carolina  and  do  what  we  can  for  the  support  of  every  cause  dear  to 
the  hearts  of  our  people.  We  would  follow  the  injunction  of  Paul  to 
Timothy:  "Give  diligence  to  present  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a 
workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  handling  aright  the  word  of 
truth."

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Annual  Report  For  1943 
NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

Article  I  of  our  constitution  says:  "This  institution  shall  be  known 
as  the  Baptist  Orphanage  of  North  Carolina,  Incorporated,  formerly  known 
as  Thomasville  Baptist  Orphanage  and  later  known  as  the  Hills  Home, 
according  to  its  amended  charter,  and  shall  have  for  its  object  the  support 
and  caring  for  and  training  of  dependent  children  of  the  white  race," 

There  are  two  officials  of  the  Orphanage,  a  general  superintendent 
and  a  treasurer.  Dr.  I.  G.  Greer  is  the  general  superintendent  and  Mr. 
R.  D.  Covington  is  treasurer.  Their  offices  are  in  Thomasville  and  are 
located  on  the  Mills  Home  grounds. 

The  Orphanage  maintains  two  homes,  the  Mills  Home  in  Thomasville 
and  the  Kennedy  Home  near  Kinston.  These  are  not  two  orphanages  but 
are  the  two  homes  of  the  Baptist  Orphanage.  Each  of  these  homes  has 
a  superintendent  but  neither  has  a  separate  treasurer,  for  the  Orphanage 
treasurer  handles  all  of  the  finances  of  both  homes.  Miss  Sarah  E.  El- 
more is  superintendent  of  Hills  Home  and  Rev.  W.  C.  Reed  is  superin- 
tendent of  Kennedy  Home. 

The  Social  Service  Department,  Mrs.  Louise  L.  Blake,  director,  re- 
ceives all  applications  for  the  entrance  of  children  into  the  Orphanage 
and  after  investigation  makes  recommendation  to  the  general  superinten- 
dent, who  makes  the  final  decision.  He  says  whether  the  child  is  to  be 
acceptedaccepted  and  if  so  into  which  home.  If  it  seems  best  he  places 
the  child  in  a  boarding  home  or  establishes  a  mother's  aid  home. 

We  have  cared  for  during  1943,  698  in  the  two  homes,  23  in  boarding 
homes,  and  60  in  their  own  homes.  We  have  been  able  to  place  a  larger 
number  than  ever  before,  thus  enabling  us  to  be  of  service  to  more 
children. 

Attendance  in  school  reached  almost  99  per  cent,  due  to  the  general 
good  health  of  the  children  and  the  almost  total  absence  of  any  con- 
tagious diseases. 

As  a  result  of  good  food,  regular  hours  and  the  cooperation  of  all 
workers,  the  health  of  our  children  is  far  above  that  of  the  outside 
population. 

Many  activities  are  involved  in  the  production  of  good  food.  The 
farm  from  which  we  receive  fresh  vegetables  in  abundance  along  with 
pork  and  beef,  the  dairy  from  which  each  child  receives  a  quart  of  whole 
milk  daily,  the  poultry  yard  where  all  of  our  chickens  and  eggs  are  pro- 
duced,, and  the  100,000  half  gallon  jars  that  are  filled  with  every  kind 
of  fruit  and  vegetable  by  our  friends  all  over  North  Carolina.  All  of 
these  goods  things  are  sent  out  to  our  19  kitchens  of  the  two  homes  where 
they  are  prepared  as  well  blanced  meals  under  the  supervision  of  trained 
workers. 

Clothing  to  a  great  extent  is  made  by  the  children,  with  the  aid  of 
competent  supervisors. 

More  than  10,000  pieces  pass  through  the  two  laundries  each  week. 
The  greater  part  of  this  work  is  done  by  the  girls.  Colored  help  is  em- 
ployed for  the  heaviest  of  the  labor. 
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The  physical  education  program  goes  on  the  year  round  with  trained  i 

directors  in  charge.  i 

A  graded  Sunday  school,  B.  T.  U.,  and  W.  M.  U.  both  at  Kennedy  ' 

Home  and  Mills  Home  helps  in  rounding  out  the  lives  of  our  boys  and  girls.  | 

Charity  and  Children  is  published  each  week  at  Mills  Home  and  covers  ■ 
the  activities  of  the  entire  Orphanage.    Along  with  the  paper  a  profitable 

commercial  printing  shop  is  maintained  and  large  numbers  of  our  boys  , 

are  trained.  I 

In  our  enthusiasm  to  win  the  war,  in  our  anxiety  about  our  boys  who  i 

are  at  the  front  giving  their  last  full  measure  of  devotion  we  should  not  ! 

overlook  the  things  for  which  we  are  fighting.    We  must  win  the  war,  ; 

but  in  winning  it  let  us  continue  to  make  men  and  women  who  will  be  [ 
worthy  and  capable  of  rebuilding  a  shocked  world  and  carrying  on  the 

work  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.    Each  day  600  children  must  depend  upon  < 

friends  of  the  Orphanage  for  support.    These  friends  have  not  failed  in  : 

the  past  and  are  not  going  to  fail  now.  | 

On  account  of  the  increased  cost  of  living  the  monthly  contributions  \ 

and  Thanksgiving  offering  should  be  larger  this  year  than  they  have  ; 

ever  been  before.  | 

In  the  name  of  Christ  whose  love  for  the  orphan  child  was  supreme  \ 

and  as  an  opportunity  ofr  enriching  our  own  lives,  let  us  rededicate  our-  1 

selves  to  the  task  of  supporting  and  training  the  boys  and  girls  committed  ;

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NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 
REPORT  FOR  1943 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem  has  reached 
its  majority.  In  May,  1923,  it  admitted  its  first  patient.  In  May,  this 
year,  therefore,  it  was  twenty-one  years  old.  All  will  agree  that  it  is 
quite  a  robust  youngster.  It  has  certainly  grown  in  stature.  We  think, 
too,  it  has  "grown  in  favor  with  God  and  man." 

A  few  statistics  for  1943  will  be  in  order.  I  do  not  have  the  facts 
up  to  the  present.  Perhaps  I  can  do  no  better,  therefore,  than  to  quote 
from  an  informative  leaflet  issued  by  the  Hospital  for  Mother's  Day, 
this  year: 

"Patients  Treated  In  1943:  During  the  year  of  1943,  7,609  patients 
were  received  into  the  hospital.  In  addition  to  these,  2,724  patients  were 
examined  and  treatment  prescribed  for  if  necessary;  but  not  admitted 
to  the  hospital.  Making  a  total  of  10,333  patients.  There  were  also 
8,800  patients  seen  in  the  Private  Clinic.  This  makes  a  grand  total  of 
patients  entered  in  the  hospital  and  those  diagnosed  and  prescribed  for 
in  the  two  Clinics  of  21,133.  If  all  of  these  patients  were  placed  in  hos- 
pital beds  at  one  time  and  these  beds  were  placed  end  to  end,  it  would 
form  a  solid  line  28  miles  long.  The  free  service  rendered  the  2,336 
patients  who  entered  the  hospital  as  free  patients  in  1943  rpresents  a 
cost  of  $145,509.76.  This  is  the  largest  number  ever  entered  in  any 
year.  This  is  almost  three  times  the  number  of  free  patients  treated  in 
our  great  Southern  Baptist  Hospital  in  New  Orleans,  La.,  in  the  same 
year, 

"Patients  Who  Are  Not  Able  To  Pay  Provided  For;  The  hospital  has 
to  depend  almost  entirely  on  the  Mother's  Day  Offerings  of  the  churches 
and  Sunday  Schools  for  caring  for  the  large  number  of  patients  who 
are  too  poor  to  pay  for  hospitalization.  We  receive  from  the  Duke  En- 
dowment Fund  $1.00  per  day  for  each  charity  patient.  We  received  last 
year— 1943— from  Mother's  Day  Offering,  $72,584.08;  from  Duke  En- 
dowment Fund,  $26,899.00.  In  addition,  we  received  hospital  linens  from 
the  W.  M.  U.'s  and  other  Church  Organizations  estimated  at  $2,598.70, 
making  a  total  of  $102,081.78. 

''Where  Patients  Come  From;  Almost  every  section  of  the  state  is 
represented  almost  any  day.  Today  we  have  patients  from  Wilmington 
to  Franklin,  N.  C.  We  also  have  a  growing  number  from  other  states, 
coming  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  that  small  hospitals  are  not  equipped 
to  do.  It  is  most  interesting  to  visit  the  wards  and  observe  the  widely 
scattered  sections  of  the  State  represented.  Almost  any  four  or  more 
bed  wards  will  represent  about  an  averaging  100  miles  from  home — some 
a  few  miles;  some  200  miles  and  more." 

I  call  attention  to  one  fact  about  our  hospital  which  should  afford 
us  pardonable  pride.  It  is  one  of  two  hospitals  in  North  Carolina  to  be 
run  in  connection  with  a  young  and  vigorous  Medical  College.  The  last 
report  of  the  Duke  Fundation  points  out  this  fact.  Of  128  hospitals  in 
North  Carolina  receiving  aid  fro  mthe  Duke  Foundation,  only  Duke  Hos- 
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pital  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  are  classified  as  what  is 
termed  "teaching  hospitals."  That  means  that,  by  virtue  of  their  con- 
nection with  medical  schools,  these  two  institutions  are  going  beyond  their 
direct  services  of  healing  and  are  training  nurses  and  contributing  to  the 
training  of  doctors.  In  fact,  these  hospitals  are  great  clinical  laboratories 
for  the  respective  medical  schools.  That  is  a  significant  service  the  value 
of  which  cannot  be  overestimated. 

Reference  was  made  above  to  the  fact  that  the  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist Hospital  has  "reached  its  majority."  That  does  not  mean  that  it 
is  breaking  away  from  the  fostering  care  and  support  of  its  parents. 
Note  the  number  of  charity  patients — those  too  poor  to  pay  for  hospitali- 
zation. Since  the  Duke  Fundation  pays  $1.00  per  day  for  such  patients, 
and  paid  the  hospital  $26,899  on  that  basis,  I  take  it  that  the  charity 
patients  spent  a  total  of  26,899  days  in  the  hospital  for  which  they  paid 
no  money.  That's  equivalent  to  21  charity  patients  every  day  in  the 
year — eating  three  meals  a  day,  receiving  medical  service,  attention  of 
nurses,  drugs,  good  beds,  heated  and  lighted  rooms — everything  furnished! 

That's  the  reason  why  this  robust  youngster,  the  Baptist  Hospital,  must 
still  depend  upon  its  parents  for  help.  Its  "parents",  of  course,  is  the 
great  Baptist  denomination  in  North  Carolina.  Think  of  this  the  next 
Mother's  Day  and  see  to  it  that  your  church  makes  a  worthy  contribution. 
I  suppose  Mother's  Day  in  your  chuch  means  Hospital  Day.  If  not,  make 
it  Hospital  Day.

It  has  been  said  that  the  moral  standards  of  a  nation  will  not  reach 
higher  than  the  kind  of  literature  most  commonly  read  by  the  people.  The 
same  is  true  of  the  family. 

Many  church  members  apparently  pay  no  attention  to  the  kind  of 
reading  material  they  permit  to  come  into  the  hands  of  their  children. 
Many  adults  believe  they  can  lead  clean  moral  lives  and  at  the  same  time 
fill  their  minds  with  the  "trash"  found  in  cheap  magazines  and  periodi- 
cals. 

One  glance  at  the  news  stands  is  enough  to  convince  any  rational 
person  that  America  is  reading  the  wrong  kind  of  literature.  What  we 
read  has  a  very  definite  influence  on  our  daily  lives.  May  God  have  mercy 
on  us  if  we  do  not  change  our  reading  habits. 

We  might  well  ask  ourselves — "What  kind  of  literature  do  I  read 
and  what  kind  of  reading  material  do  I  place  in  the  hands  of  my  chil- 
dren?" If  your  boy  or  girl  should  look  about  in  your  home  for  something 
to  read  tonight — what  would  they  find?  Do  we  have  magazines  in  our 
homes  that  we  would  not  want  our  pastor  to  see?  If  Jesus  should  look 
over  the  list  of  your  reading  material — would  you  be  ashamed? 

There  are  many  things  we  ought  to  read.  First  of  all  is  the  Bible, 
and  then  our  own  denominational  papers  and  magazines.  One  of  the 
finest  ways  to  find  our  what  we  are  doing  as  Baptists  is  to  read  our 
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denominational  papers.  Every  Baptist  family  ought  to  take  the  Biblical 
Recorder. 

There  are  many  good  religious  books  that  we  might  read.  Books  that 
will  lift  us  up  and  make  us  want  to  be  better  men  and  women.  Books 
that  will  make  us  appreciate  the  good  things  of  life.  Books  that  will 
make  us  want  to  talk  close  to  the  Master.

Report  on  Christian  Education:    read  by  E.  H.  Stillwell,  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Christian  education  as  used  in  the  terminology  of  churches  means 
education  in  and  through  church-supported  and  church-controlled  schools 
and  colleges.  I  prefer  to  give  it  that  meaning  in  this  report.  In  giving 
it  that  meaning,  however,  it  is  not  to  be  understood  that  state-supported 
and  state-controlled  schools  and  colleges  are  non-Christian.  While  the 
state-supported  institutions  may  not  teach  denominational  doctrines  be- 
cause it  would  violate  the  principles  of  separation  of  church  and  state, 
they  may  and  in  fact  quite  often  do  emphasize  Christian  principles  and 
give  a  large  place  to  religion  in  various  ways. 

But  Christian  education  is  much  older  than  state  schools  and  state 
universities.  North  Carolina's  public  school  system  is  now  little  more 
than  one  hundred  years  old,  while  education  by  and  through  the  Church 
dates  back  to  the  Middle  Ages.  It  was  only  after  the  churches  failed  to 
meet  the  challenge  that  the  state  stepped  in  and  began  to  share  the  re- 
sponsibility.   Today  both  Church  and  State  are  awake  to  the  challenge. 

The  fact  remains  that  Church  schools  have  a  distinct  advantage  over 
State  schools  in  that  they  are  not  handicapped  by  the  principle  of  religious 
freedom.  They  not  only  teach  the  Bible  but  they  teach  their  own  inter- 
pretation of  that  Bible.  This  state  schools  may  not  do  obviously.  There- 
fore through  the  years  Baptists  have  striven  to  furnish  education  for 
youth  in  Baptist  schools  and  colleges  where  Baptist  principles  and  ideals 
may  be  and  are  freely  taught  and  practiced.  Other  Protestant  denomi- 
nations have  chosen  to  do  likewise.  So  we  have  a  large  number  of  so- 
called  denominational  schools  and  colleges. 

Baptists  were  among  the  first  in  the  field  of  Christian  education  in 
North  Carolina  with  the  establishment  of  Wake  Forest  College  in  1832. 
Through  the  years  other  Baptist  educational  institutions  were  established. 
Today  we  have  two  senior  and  four  or  more  junior  colleges  belonging  to 
the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  There  are  Wake  Forest  and  Meredith, 
senior;  Mars  Hill,  Campbell,  Gardner-Webb,  and  Wingate,  junior.  Each 
of  these  has  a  special  claim  on  North  Carolina  Baptists.    Each  one  needs 
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our  loyal  and  enthusiastic  support.  Each  one  is  launching  an  expansion 
program  worthy  of  of  our  hearty  support.  Let  us  therefore,  the  Tucka- 
seigee  Association,  rally  royally  to  their  every  need  and  assist  them  in 
every  way  possible  to  provide  Christian  training  for  Baptist  boys  and 
girls  in  the  Old  North  State.

Reporte  on  Temperance  was  read  by  F.  I.  Watson  as  follows: 

TEMPERANCE 

Beverage  alcohol  opposes,  weakens,  and  destroys  everything  that  the 
Cross  of  Christ  represents. 

The  Cross  of  Christ  stands  for  love,  unselfishness,  redemption,  sacri- 
fice, and  death  for  others.  Liquor  stands  for  greed,  selffishness,  destruc- 
tion, indulgence,  and  death  to  others. 

We  have  all  heard  the  old  argument  in  support  of  legalized  liquor. 
We  know  all  about  the  revenue  derived  from  it  and  we  know  the  boast  of 
liquor  industry  that  it  is  one  of  the  heaviest  taxpayers  in  the  nation. 
But  it  so  happens  every  cent  that  is  paid  by  the  liquor  interest  is  money 
that  could  and  should  have  been  spent  for  legitimate  and  worthwhile 
living.  Every  dollar  spent  for  liquor  is  money  diverted  from  proper 
circulation. 

The  claim  that  legalization  of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  liquor 
reduces  the  consumption  of  it  is  just  as  false  as  it  would  be  to  expect 
the  repal  of  all  laws  against  murder  to  reduce  the  number  of  people  killed. 

The  finest  intellect  becomes  stupid  and  flabby  under  the  influence  of 
alcohol.  Every  adult  who  reads  these  words  knows  some  home  that  has 
been  reduced  to  poverty  by  the  over  indulgence  in  strong  drink  by  the 
bread  winner  of  that  home. 

Liquor  is  the  most  frequent  cause  of  moral  bankruptcy.  It  not  only 
robs  its  victims  of  purity,  decency,  and  honor,  but  usually  destroys  the 
moral,  physical,  and  spiritual  life  of  the  person  who  tampers  with  it. 

A  man's  efficiency  is  so  reduced  by  the  use  of  liquor  that  even  the 
men  who  deal  in  the  deadly  stuff  want  sober  men  to  work  for  them  rather 
than  men  who  drink. 

Liquor  destroys  man's  souls.  It  deaden  all  sense  of  spiritual  value. 
No  one  ever  heard  of  liquor  inspiring  a  man  to  read  his  Bible,  to  be 
faithful  to  his  church,  to  live  close  to  his  Lord,  or  to  be  of  greater  service 
to  his  fellow  man. 

In  light  of  the  evils  of  liquor  every  Christian  should  be  a  total  ob- 
stainer  from  its  use  and  should  do  everything  possible  to  stop  the  manu- 
facture, sale,  and  use  of  this,  our  greatest  enemy.

Report  on  Vacation  Bible  School  read  by  the  moderator  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOLS  TO  THE 

Through  the  years  the  various  denominations  have  developed  different 
methods  for  the  promotion  and  administration  of  the  Vacation  Bible 
School.  The  Sunday  School  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
has  related  it  definitely  to  the  Sunday  School  as  a  division  of  the  Sunday 
School  and  in  this  way  has  become  responsible  for  the  Vacation  Bible 
School  as  a  part  of  its  own  educational  work  in  behalf  of  the  boys  and 
girls  to  whom  it  ministers  on  Sundays. 

This  is  an  age  when  everybody  is  busy  and  many  agencies  and  in- 
stitutions are  clamoring  to  be  heard.  The  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School 
is  knocking  at  the  doors  of  our  churches.  It  seeks  an  introduction  to 
the  ministers  and  Church  workers.  It  wants  a  place  in  the  Educational 
program  of  the  local  church,  not  in  order  to  be  honored,  but  to  be  useful. 

The  Vacation  Bible  School  provides  the  children  with  supervised  play; 
clean,  constructive,  delightful  social  life;  an  exhilarating  mental  dis- 
cipline; a  helpful  environment  for  overcoming  bad  and  forming  good 
habits;  an  opportunity  to  learn  how  to  sing,  to  pray,  to  worship,  to  study 
the  Bible,  to  put  into  practice  the  spiritual  messages  daily  imparted  to 
them.  In  its  Bible,  mission,  habit,  and  patriotic  stories;  in  its  music 
and  memory  work;  in  its  notebook  work,  expressional  activities  and 
handwork;  in  its  social  life  and  its  spiritual  atmosphere,  the  Vacation 
School  meets  the  five-fold  needs  of  the  child. 

It  gives  the  pastor  his  best  opportunity  really  to  learn  his  children, 
to  fellowship  with  them,  to  be  a  pastor  to  them  and  to  win  their  love. 

A  properly  conducted  Vacation  School  wins  new  pupils  to  the  Sun- 
day School,  both  among  children  and  adults. 

There  has  been  a  Vacation  Bible  School  conducted  in  fifteen  or  more 
of  our  Churches  this  summer.  Many  of  these  schools  were  made  possible 
by  the  able  leadership  of  Miss  Gretchen  Johnson,  Associational  Missionary. 
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All  of  the  reports  are  not  complete,  but  these  having  schools  are  as  follows:

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  bap- 
tisms reported  this  year.  There  have  been  more  than  two  hundred  fifty 
from  thirty-eight  churches,  a  gain  of  more  than  a  hundred  over  last 
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year.  Seventeen  churches  did  not  report  any  baptism  at  all,  this  cer- 
tainly should  not  be  so.  Many  of  the  churches  have  not  had  their  revival 
because  of  the  poll  situation,  and  this  in  part  accounts  for  no  report. 

With  more  than  10,000  people  above  the  age  of  9  years,  who  do  not 
know  our  Christ,  comes  the  challenge  of  our  Great  Commander  to  go 
and  make  disciples. 

It  has  taken  40  Baptists  one  whole  year  to  win  one  soul  for  Christ. 
There  are  more  than  6,300  members  of  our  churches,  and  it  ought  not 
to  take  over  ten  of  us  to  win  one  soul  for  Christ.

Dear  Brother  Moderator: 

The  Centennial  Evangelistic  Crusade,  with  one  million  souls  for  our 
Saviour,  challength  the  faith  and  fidelity,  the  love  and  loyalty,  the  big- 
gest and  best  in  each  and  every  one  of  us.

Send  me  their  names  and  addresses. 

4.  Ask  your  Association  to  pass  resolutions:  (1)  Pledging  active 
cooperation  in  this  Crusade;  (2)  Requesting  each  church  to  appoint  a 
Committee  of  three  on  Evangelism  and  send  me  their  names  and  addresses. 

5.  Have  an  Associational-wide  conference  on  Evangelism  in  Janu- 
ary. Get  each  church  to  have  a  study  course  on  soul  winning  during  Jan- 
uary or  February. 

6.  Get  tracts  on  Evangelism  from  the  Home  Board,  Atlanta,  Ga., 
or  the  Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  distribute  them  far 
and  wide. 

7.  Urge  each  and  every  Baptist  to  witness  for  Christ  every  day  and 
to  make  an  earnest,  honest  effort  to  win  some  to  Christ.  Pray  without 
ceasing.  Pray  for  an  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  that  God's  people 
may  be  cleansed  and  sinners  may  be  convicted  and  converted.  ''Confess 
your  faults  one  to  another  and  pray  one  for  another,"  (James  5:16).

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

"But  ye  shall  receive  power  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon 
you:  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me,  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all 
Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth."   Acts  1:8. 

The  report  now  to  be  given  is  concerning  the  response  of  Southern 
Baptist  to  the  unselfish  and  unlimited  call  of  our  great  good  Master, 
especially  our  beginning  place,  the  Home  Mission  Board.  The  business  of 
the  home  mission  work  certainly  is  to  begin  at  home,  but  we  are  truly 
gratified  to  know  our  efforts  are  reaching  and  blessing  the  Cuban  people 
with  encouraging  results,  with  M.  N.  McCall  superintendent.  Under  the 
supervision  of  Paul  C.  Bell  the  home  mission  board  is  being  able  to  share 
the  Gospel  of  satisfying  manna  with  the  hungry  hearts  of  Panama  and 
the  Canal  Zone.  We  are  also  cooperating  with  the  Negroes  in  our  home 
mission  work,  trying  to  help  them  as  they  raise  the  quality  of  their 
ministerial  and  teaching  forces.  The  home  mission  workers  also  are 
much  concerned  about  the  poor  wandering  Jews  as  they  continue  under 
the  terrific  agony  of  desolation,  therefore,  our  workers  are  now  breaking 
them  the  bread  of  life  and  security  with  heartening  results.  We  are 
happy  also  to  report  that  the  home  mission  board  is  trying  to  meet  the 
growing  necessity  of  spiritual  leadership  in  and  around  industrial  and 
defense  centers.  Our  Tuckaseigee  Association  has  made  some  progress 
this  year  concerning  our  aid  to  the  home  mission  board.  Last  year  we 
gave  $142.71.  This  year  we  gave  $321.73,  considerably  more  than  doubling 
our  effort.  Our  prayer  is  that  God  will  fule  the  feeble  lights  of  our 
hearts  up  still  more  and  more  in  the  days  to  come  that  we  may  see  more 
fully  the  bruised  broken  hearts  and  homes  and  societies  in  the  Home 
Mission  Board's  territory.

Report  on  Foreign  Missions:  read  by  J.  E.  Brown,  as  follows: 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

Since  December,  1937,  Southern  Baptists  have  given  $1,340,820.14 
for  relief  around  the  world.  The  amount  given  for  this  purpose  since 
January  1,  last  year,  exceeds  one-half  million  dollars,  of  which  $100,000 
has  been  set  apart  for  relief  work  in  Europe  and  $100,000  for  China. 

The  income  through  the  cooperative  program  and  direct  gifts  for 
1943  was  $1,530,318.48.  The  Lottie  Moon  offering  for  the  same  time  was 
$761,260.79. 

We  have  mission  work  in  seventeen  countries:  China,  Japan,  Yuko- 
slavia,  Palestine,  Syria,  Hawaii,  Africa,  Brazil,  Argentina,  Chile,  Co- 
lumbia, Uruguay,  Mexico,  Hungary,  Italy,  Rumania  and  Spain,  with 
plans  to  enter  Paraguay  when  the  way  is  open. 
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We  now  have  502  missionaries  in  active  service.  Southern  Baptists 
now  have  1,000  chaplains,  many  of  whom  have  expressed  the  desire  to 
go  to  foreign  work  after  the  war. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  a  three  point  plan:  First,  maintain 
at  all  cost  the  present  scope  of  work  in  Free  China;  second,  to  prepare 
to  enter  the  areas  now  held  by  Japan  as  soon  as  the  opportunity  appears; 
third,  to  be  prepared  to  enlarge  and  adjust  our  program  as  may  be 
necessary  after  the  war. 

We  commend  the  cooperative  program  as  the  best  means  to  meet 
these  necessities. 

For  the  year  1942-1943  we  raised  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association 
$3,643.  We  are  asked  to  raise  $5,385  for  this  year.  Thirty-four  churches 
raised  the  amount  given.  Nine  gave  nothing.  Seven  of  these  nine  lie 
in  the  southern  half  of  the  county.

Number  received  by  letter  160  as  compared  with  101  last  year. 

Number  of  restoration  10,  as  compared  with  15  last  year. 

Total:  402. 

Loss  by  letter,  124  this  year;  86  last  year. 
Loss  by  death,  40  this  year;  40  last  year. 
Total  loss:  164;  Net  gain:  248. 

Chuches  not  making  any  contributions  to  any  of  convention  causes:  2. 
Total  contributions  by  the  Association  to  conventions:  $3,766.73. 
Total  contributions  to  orphanage:  $992.41.

REPORT  OF  THE  W.M.U.  TO  THE  TUCKASEIGEE 
ASSOCIATION 

With  deep  gratitude  to  Jesus  Christ,  our  Savior  and  our  Heavenly 
Father,  we  review  the  work  of  the  W.  M.  U.  and  Young  People  of  the 
Tuckaseigee  Association  for  1943-1944. 

Growing  in  numerical,  contributions,  and  spiritual  status,  the  work 
has  taken  its  place  in  the  churches  as  a  praying,  educating,  studying, 
giving  force  for  missions  endeavoring  to  fulfill  Christ's  commission  in, 
"Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature." 
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Hearty  cooperation  from  our  State  Officers  through  the  Annual  and 
Divisional  Association,  and  quarterly  meeting  of  the  local  societies  has 
made  the  growth  possible. 

Our  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Webster  with  a  splendid  attendance. 
Miss  Pearle  Johnson  brought  us  a  helpful  message  from  China  on  "Today 
and  Tomorrow  in  Missions"  and  Miss  Ruth  Kellar,  on  "Today  Molds 
Tomorrow,"  and  "How  to  Teach  Missions."  These  messages  were  helpful 
in  presenting  the  "need  of  the  war-torn  world  for  Christ  and  the  winning 
of  our  young  people  to  Christ,  then  training  them  in  Service  of  our 
Kingdom." 

We  have  13  societies,  1  Y.W.A.,  5  G.A.'s,  1  R.A.,  5  Sunbeams.  This 
report  for  our  young  people  is  inadequate  for  the  present  and  tomorrow. 
In  this  dark  hour  our  young  people  need  to  be  reassured  that  whatever 
happens,  they  can  still  hold  fast  to  the  things  that  remain — the  great 
and  inexhaustible  love  of  God,  the  salvation  offered  through  Christ,  the 
reality  and  power  of  prayer,  the  wonderful  opportunity  of  giving  the 
message  of  Christ  to  others,  the  promise  of  the  inevitable  triumph  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God. 

Mission  Study  has  been  at  work.  Miss  Hattie  Terrell,  Field  Worker, 
stayed  in  our  Association  a  month.  She  taught  the  series  on  "Indians." 
The  churches  where  she  did  not  visit  had  their  study  on  missions.  Our 
motto,  "Study  to  make  thyself  approved  unto  God,"  reigns  anew  in  our 
hearts. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  increase  in  the  financial  report.  The  coop- 
erative program  has  grown  to  be  almost  double.  The  W.M.N,  believes  the 
cooperative  progra  mfollow  our  Master's  example  in  promoting,  teachings, 
preaching,  and  healing.  Thus  we  call  on  our  women  to  plan  our  contri- 
butions in  the  future  to  maintain  our  cooperative  program  as  the  channel 
through  which  gifts  of  money  promote  God's  plan.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT  TO  TUCKASEIGEE  BAPTIST 

ASSOCIATION 

During  the  past  year,  in  spite  of  the  many  difficulties  and  obstacles 
encountered,  the  Sunday  School  Conventions  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist 
Association  have  continued  under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  C.  0.  Vanve. 
From  reports  rendered  at  these  conventions  it  has  been  gratifying  to 
note  the  work  which  is  being  done  in  many  of  our  Churches  in  the  line 
of  Sunday  School  work  throughout  the  Essociation.  Some  of  our  Sunday 
Schools  have  shown  a  continued  and  steady  growth  in  enrollment,  while 
practically  all  have  shown  marked  improvement  in  average  attendance. 
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The  appalling  thing  which  strikes  us  is  the  number  of  Tuckaseigee 
Baptist  Church  members  who  are  not  connected  with  any  Sunday  School 
in  any  way.  Our  last  year's  minutes  show  that  we  have  approximately 
2,000  less  enrolled  in  our  Sunday  School  than  we  have  on  our  Church 
rolls.  When  we  take  into  consideration  the  number  of  non-Church  mem- 
bers who  are  enrolled  in  our  Sunday  Schools,  we  hee  that  only  about  one 
half  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptists  are  even  enrolled  in  Sunday  School. 

Although  we  did  not  have  a  state  worker  with  us  in  our  one-day 
Associational  Planning  Meeting,  a  very  practical  and  beneficial  meeting 
was  held  at  the  Scott's  Creek  Church.  At  this  meeting  definite  goals 
were  set  by  the  different  Sunday  Schools  regarding  Vacation  Bible  Echools, 
Teacher  Training  Courses,  and  general  enlistment  work. 

As  we  enter  a  new  year  in  the  work  of  our  Association,  let  us 
earnestly  teach  the  Bible  to  our  people,  and  there  is  no  place  or  organi- 
zation where  this  can  be  done  more  effectively  or  with  greater  results 
than  in  our  Sunday  Schools.

ASSOCIATIONAL  REPORT  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 
BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  —  1945 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  was  incorporated  in  1922 
and  received  its  first  patients  May  28,  1923.  Originally  planned  as 
a  100-bed  institution,  it  was  enlarged  in  1942  to  a  capacity  of  247 
beds  and  55  bassinets. 

The  underlying  purpose  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  has  always  been 
medical  care  for  the  poor.  Since  the  day  it  received  its  first  pa- 
tient it  has  offered  a  high  type  of  hospital  care  on  a  statewide  basis. 
Its  caliber  of  service  was  enhanced  many  times  over  when  the  Wake 
Forest  Medical  School  became  a  four-year  school  in  1941  and  was 
located  adjacent  to  the  Baptist  Hospital.  When  the  Baptist  Hos- 
pital became  a  teaching  hospital,  its  purpose  became  twofold — teach- 
ing and  healing,  the  twin  endeavors  of  Christ. 

The  Baptist  Hospital  operates  one  of  the  fullest  approved  schools 
of  nursing  in  the  South,  and  at  the  present  time  has  an  enrollment 
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of  about  150  young  ladies  receiving  professional  training  under 
very  high  standards.  These  students  come  from  all  over  North  Car- 
olina and  represent  the  highest  tj^e  of  womanhood  —  mentally, 
physically  and  morally.  While  the  most  rigid  scientific  training  is 
given  the  girls,  the  hospital  takes  great  pride  in  the  Christian  and 
humane  attitude  it  develops  in  these  girls. 

Of  the  8,000  patients  admitted  as  bed  pataients  each  year,  slight- 
ly over  4,000  of  these  are  service  patients  who  pay  no  doctor's  fee, 
and  who  pay  but  a  slight  portion  of  their  hospital  expenses.  During 
1944  approximately  3,000  of  these  service  patients  paid  absolutely 
nothing  toward  their  hospital  bill.  It  is  toward  the  expense  of  these 
patients  that  the  money  given  on  Mother's  Day  each  year  is  used. 
In  addition  to  the  free  bed  patients  the  hospital,  as  stated  above, 
gives  diagnostic  examinations  to  approximately  20.000  free  patients 
who  are  not  admitted  to  the  hospital  each  year.  The  cost  to  the  hos- 
pital of  free  service  rendered  during  1944  was  $198,648.92. 

The  hospital  has  developed  into  one  of  the  top  ranking  hospitals 
of  our  nation  in  the  caliber  of  its  m.edical  work.  In  developing  its 
medical  program  care  has  been  taken  that  the  spiritual  atmosphere 
of  the  hospital  should  develop  to  the  same  measure.  Emphasis  is 
given  at  every  turn,  in  its  educational  program,  in  its  employees, 
and  with  its  patients  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  all  coming  in  contact 
with  the  hospital.  The  religious  program  is  under  the  direction  of 
a  full-time  Cliaplain  and  Student  Secretary.  This  fine,  and  fruitful 
service  is  made  possible  in  part  by  the  generosity  of  Mr.  C.  M. 
Scott  of  High  Point,  North  Carolina,  who  contributes  toward  the  cost 
of  the  program.  Due  to  the  close  touch  which  the  nature  of  sickness 
allows  the  Chaplain  to  have  with  the  patients,  we  have  had  many 
conversions  and  rededications  in  the  hospital. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  developed  in  their  hospital  one  of 
the  greatest  medical  centers  in  cur  country,  and  at  the  same  timie 
one  of  the  strongest  influences  for  the  cause  of  Christ  that  exists  in 
any  land.  Its  huge  opportunities  for  serving  as  an  agency  of  mercy, 
as  a  means  of  teaching,  and  as  a  means  of  spreading  tiie  influence  of 
Christ  are  a  challenge  to  the  generous  heart  of  our  great  denomina- 
tion that  its  program  will  not  be  restricted  for  lack  of  finances.  All 
ci  its  activities  are  operated  on  the  highest  of  standards,  and  hence 
it  reciuires  a  tremendous  budget.  It  is  self-supporting  with  the  ex- 
ception of  its  charity  work,  and  it  i£  for  this  merciful  side  of  its  pro- 
gram that  North  Carolina  Baptists  this  year  are  giving  $100,000 
through  the  Mother's  Day  program.

REPOET  ON  THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

The  report  on  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  this  year  is  very  en- 
couraging. The  circulation  of  the  paper  for  the  past  j^ear  has  in- 
creased r3pidlj\  The  present  circulation  is  about  34,000,  which 
means  a  net  gain  for  the  past  twelve  months  of  approximately  7,500, 
and  the  circulat; :  n  is  more  than  tiiree  times  what  it  was  three  years 
ago.  For  tiiis  increase  we  are  profoundly  grateful  to  God  and  to  the 
pastors  and  leaders  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  who  have  supported 
the  paper  enthusiastically  and  have  done  what  they  could  to  get  into 
the  homes  of  the  people.  V/e  want  to  express  our  appreciation  to 
General  Secretary  M.  A.  Huggins  and  all  the  State  workers  for  the 
great  held  which  they  have  rendered. 

The  paper  has  also  shovvn  good  progress  financially.  The  State 
Convention  very  generously  agreed  to  grant  to  the  RECORDER  for 
support  during  the  year  a  total  of  $5,000,  but  we  are  happy  to  report 
that  v/e  have  not  had  to  call  on  the  Convention  for  any  of  this  money, 
for  the  paper  is  nov/  financially  self-supporting.  However,  we  would 
not  emphasize  this  matter  too  much,  for,  after  all,  the  important 
thing  is  to  get  out  a  good  v/hoiesome  paper  and  to  get  it  into  the 
homes  of  our  Baptist  people,  even  if  at  times  it  might  not  be  finan- 
cially self-supporting. 

The  RECORDER  has  three  simple  subscription  plans:  $2:00  a 
year  for  individual  subscriptions;  $1.50  a  year  for  clubs  —  a  mini- 
mum of  at  least  three  subscriptions  is  required  for  every  church  re- 
porting less  than  a  hundred  members  and  five  subscriptions  for  ev- 
ery church  reporting  more  than  a  hundred  members;  $1.20  a  year 
for  the  budget  or  family  plan  —  one  subscription  for  each  active 
resident  church  family  is  required.    We  hope  that  pastors,  superin- 
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tendents,  deacons,  Training  Union,  and  W.  M.  U.  leaders  will  do 
what  they  can  to  encourage  a  good  club  in  every  Baptist  church  or, 
better  still,  to  persuade  the  churches  to  inaugurate  the  budget  plan. 

Our  aim  is  to  make  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  both  a  good, 
wholesome,  attractive  weekly  that  will  be  of  interest  and  help  to  the 
whole  family  circle  and  a  solid,  substantial  denominational  journal; 
and  we  feel,  since  it  is  the  organ  of  our  Baptist  State  Convention  and 
because  of  the  service  it  will  render,  that  it  ought  to  be  in  every 
North  Carolina  Baptist  home.  We  hope  our  Baptist  people  will  re- 
member us  constantly  in  prayer  and  let  us  hear  from  them  if  they 
have  any  material  or  suggestions  for  the  good  of  the  paper,  or  if  we 
can  be  of  service  to  them.  One  of  the  great  needs  for  our  people  is 
that  they  be  informed,  trained,  and  enlisted  in  the  whole  program 
of  the  church  and  the  Kingdom  of  God;  and  we  feel  that  the  BIB- 
LICAL RECORDER  is  of  immense  value  in  this  great  cause.  We 
want  to  be  a  comrade  and  helper  to  every  Baptist  home  and  church 
in  North  Carolina  and  do  what  we  can  for  the  support  of  every  cause 
dear  to  the  hearts  of  our  people.  We  would  follow  the  injunction  of 
Paul  to  Timothy:  "Give  diligence  to  present  thyself  approved  unto 
God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  handling  aright 
the  word  of  truth."

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

Tuckaseigee  Association,  August  16,  1945. 
"Woe    unto    them  that  rise  up  early  in  the  morning,  that  they 
may  follow  strong  drink;    that  tarry  late  into  the  night,  till  wine  in- 
flame them!"    Isa.  5:11.    "Whoredom  and  wine  and  new  wine  take 
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away  the  understanding."  Hosea  4:11.  "And  be  not  drunken  with 
wine,  wherein  is  riot,  but  be  filled  with  the  Spirit."  Eph.  5: 18.  ''But 
take  heed  to  yourselves,  lest  haply  your  hearts  be  overcharged  with 
surfeiting,  and  drunkenness,  and  cares  of  this  life,  and  that  day  come 
on  you  suddenly  as  a  snare."    Luke  21:34. 

From  whence  ccnieth  our  bread?  "Wherefore  do  you  spend 
money  for  that  which  is  not  bread?  And  your  labor  for  that  which 
sEitisfied  net?"  Isa.  5:52.  "Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread."  Luke 
11:11. 

In  the  years  :f  plenty  in  ancient  Egypt  the  "earth  brought  forth 
by  handiuls."  The  abundant  harvests  were  carefully  stored  so  that 
in  the  lean  years  feed  might  be  provided  not  only  for  their  own  citi- 
zens but  shared  v/ith  strangers  in  famine-ridden  lands. 

The  United  States  has  had  abundant  harvests.  This  year  prom- 
ises to  be  a  very  good  harvest.  The  civilian  population  of  the  coun- 
try consumed  -30  per  cent  of  the  total,  our  armed  forces  13  per  cent, 
comjnercial  exports  took  1  per  cent,  while  approximatelly  6  per  cent 
of  our  food  supply  was  shipped  to  our  Allies  under  lend-lease  in 
1944,  according  tc  the  19th  report  to  Congress  on  Lend-Lease  Opera- 
tions for  the  period  ending  March  31,  1945.  Senator  Alben  W.  Bark- 
ley,  of  Kentucky,  recently  returned  from  a  trip  to  the  war-torn 
countries  cf  Europe,  said,  in  his  address  to  the  Senate,  "I  tried  to 
give  the  Senate  some  idea  of  the  horrible  results  in  Europe  of  a 
people  being  led  by  m.en  whose  lusts  for  power  turned  them  into 
beasts  .  .  .  They  took  ample  food  for  themselves  and  by  keeping  it 
away  from  their  captives,  except  in  tormentingly  inadequate  quanti- 
ties, made  it  an  instrum.ent  of  diabolical  torture.  Now  to  repair  the 
ravages  these  people  and  their  leaders  in  their  degredation  have 
brought  upon  European  civilization,  food  must  play  an  opposite 
role."   The  world  needs  food. 

Despite  the  enormous  need  for  food  materials  in  our  own  coun- 
try and  abroad  ,the  War  Production  Board  issued  an  order  permitting 
distillers  to  resume  production  of  beverage  spirits  during  the  month 
of  July  1945.  The  outlook  is  for  production  of  around  54,000,000 
gallons  of  spirits.  This  compares  with  nearly  58,000,000  gallons  of 
100  proof  spirits  m^ade  in  the  January,  1945,  holiday,  and  53,000,000 
gallons  in  the  August,  1944,  holiday.  This  means  that  over  60  per 
cent  as  much  distilled  spirits  was  made  in  the  two  "holiday"  months, 
August  and  January  of  1945,  as  were  made  in  1941,  the  last  pre-war 
year.  In  1944  the  beer  manufacturers  alone  consumed  1,786,643 
tons  of  grain  products,  and  91,968  tons  of  sugar  and  sirups.  Yet 
many  people  are  starving  to  death  for  food,  and  the  American  peo- 
ple are  having  to  do  without  sugar.  During  1941,  the  last  year  for 
which  the  Internal  Revenue  Bureau  reports  are  available,  567,818 
tons  of  corn  were  used  in  making  distilled  spirits,  and  3,528,327  gal- 
lons of  molasses. 
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Hon.  Clifford  R.  Hope,  of  Kansas,  on  May  31,  1945,  introduced  a 
resolution  providing  for  an  investigation  of  the  action  of  the  WPB  in 
providing  for  a  whiskey  holiday  during  July.  He  said,  "It  seems  al- 
most unbelievable  tliat  in  the  face  of  this  situation  the  WPB  is  au- 
thorizing a  whiskey  holiday  for  the  month  of  July,  which  will  result 
in  the  ccnsumpticn  of  millions  of  bushels  of  corn  and  other  feed 
grains,  and  yet  that  is  exactly  what  is  happening.  Instead  of  corn 
products  for  the  w^ar  effort,  instead  of  badly  needed  corn  sugar  and 
corn  sirup,  and  instead  of  livestock  feed  we  are  going  to  have  whis- 
key." 

Hon,  Ed  H.  Rees  of  Kansas,  in  the  House  on  April  18,  1945,  said 
"The  situation  Vv^th  respect  to  boxcars  for  moving  of  grain  in  the 
Middle  West  area  has  reached  m.ost  serious  proportions.  County 
elevators  are  jammed  with  grain.  Yet  during  1944  space  was  found 
in  railway  cars,  gasoline  and  tires  to  run  trucks,  and  manpower  to 
operate  them,  sufficient  to  transport  to  every  part  of  this  nation  the 
90,463,887  gallons  cf  domestic  spirits,  the  2,336,062,684  gallons  of 
beer,  and  the  88.655.9£'5  gallons  of  wine  wtindrawn  for  consumption 
during  that  year." 

Curfew  is  off  on  taverns  and  night  clubs.  The  race  tracks  are 
wide  open  to  the  old  business  of  gambling  and  as  much  travel  as  the 
patrons  can  get  by  vvitii.  The  beer  and  whiskey  trucks  'go  rolling 
along.'*  But  the  Office  of  Defense  Transportation  and  the  Committee 
on  Conventions  have  cracked  down  on  the  summer  activities  of  re- 
ligious education  agencies.    Sports?  Yes.    Religion?  No. 

The  matter  of  Prohibition  was  sidetracked  in  our  own  state  by 
the  money  powers  that  be  within  the  government  of  North  Carolina. 
We  need  men  .  .  .  true  God-fearing  men  in  our  government.  Let  us 
pray  and  work,  and  put  them  there. 

These  facts  are  deplorable.  God's  wrath  will  come  upon  such. 
May  the  Spirit  of  God  come  upon  our  hearts  in  such  power  that  we 
will  pray,  and  work  and  use  our  influence,  to  rid  our  state,  and 
nation,  and  the  world,  of  this  sin-cursed  evil  upon  us.

We  have  prayer  groups 
scattered  throughout  the  Association  praying  for  our  Pastors,  Mis- 
sionaries, Christian  Workers,  and  our  war  torn  world.  If  we  ever 
needed  to  pray,  it  is  today,  "If  we  ask  anything  in  His  name  believ- 
ing we  shall  receive."  —  Do  we  believe? 

We  are  going  with  our  money  to  help  support  those  God  has 
called  to  go  into  the  Tuckaseigee  Association,  into  North  Carolina, 
into  America,  and  into  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

We  had  the  Annual,  the  Divisional,  a  Planning,  and  three  cjuar- 
terly  meetings,  which  vvere  well  attended. 

We  have  increased  in  tithers,  mission  study  and  communitj^  mis- 
sions: and  v/e  have  reached  our  aim  for  the  cooperative  program 
which  was  twenty  per  cent  increase  over  last  year. 

V/ e  Iiave  \V.  Ivl.  U.  Vv" crk  in  nine  churches,  with  twelve  young 
people's  organizations.  As  leaders  of  our  W.  M.  U.  work,  we  must 
think  more  seriously  about  the  v/ork  of  our  young  people.  They 
are  not  responsible  for  this  broken  world  in  which  they  live.  They 
are  ours.  V/e  miust  give  them  our  best.  Are  we  too  busy  v/ith  the 
trivial  affairs  of  this  life  to  do  this? 

In  gratitude  to  God  for  the  rich  blessing  which  is  ours  as  Chris- 
tian Women  and  for  the  multiplied  blessings  upon  the  work,  v/e  call 
every  member  to  a  deeper  devotion  to  God,  a  more  complete  surren- 
der to  His  guidance,  and  to  greater  loyalty  in  His  service  that  we 
may  close  our  Centennial  Year  more  devoted  followers  of  Christ 
and  that  we  may  become  more  faithful  '  Laborers  together  with  God" 
in  the  years  that  lie  ahead. 

The  chief  aim  of  your  Supt.  is  to  enlist  some  new  organization 
that  they  might  enlist  others  in  the  Armiy  of  Christ.

BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 
TUCKASEIGEE  ASSOCIATION 

This  is  our  Centennial  year  and  we  have  as  our  goal  to  win  one 
million   souls    to  our  Saviour.    This  calls  for  the  best  that  is  within 
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each  of  us  that  profess  to  be  Christians.  We  often  depend  on  our 
Sunday  Schools  to  win  a  person  to  Christ  and  certainly  the  Sunday 
School  should  be  a  soul-winning  agency;  but  we  cannot  afford  to 
allow  them  to  remain  babes  in  Christ.  Through  our  Training  Union 
we  strive  to  train  the  youth  as  well  as  the  adults  in  being  worthy 
witnesses  for  Christ.  In  John  6:32  we  find  these  words:  "And  ye 
shall  know  the  truth,  and  the  truth  shall  make  you  free."  But  how 
are  they  going  to  know  unless  we  teach  and  train  them  and  how  can 
we  teach  if  many  of  them  do  not  get  them  into  the  training  program 
of  our  churches?  In  our  Association  we  have  only  11  Training 
Unions,  this  being  according  to  the  last  report  made.  The  tragic 
thing  is  that  so  many  are  not  being  trained.  Every  individual  ought 
to  grow  in  grace,  and  the  Baptist  Training  Union  is  seeking  to  en- 
c  urage  this  growth.  There  have  been  some  Unions  organized  this 
year  and  some  Associational  meetings  held,  and  in  many  of  the 
churches  Study  Courses  have  been  held  but  the  need  is  tremendous 
for  more  Training  Unions  and  better  Unions. 

All  the  churches  have  young  people  in  them  and  should  strive  to 
organize  the  Training  Program  in  each  church.  There  are  several 
things  I  could  miention  that  go  to  make  up  a  good  wide-awake  Bap- 
tist Training  Union.  (1)  The  great  love  our  churches  should  have 
for  the  training  of  their  Young  People  and  Adults.  (2)  The  pastor 
and  deacons  should  and  must  have  a  vital  interest  in  this  phase  of 
our  work.  (3)  Because  of  the  place  in  which  the  church  program 
offers  their  young  people  in  opportunities  in  service.  (4)  The  love 
for  each  other  and  using  the  Training  Unions  in  the  evening  worship^ 
service.  Is  your  church  letting  the  youth  go  without  the  vital  train-* 
ing  that  they  need? 

In  our  Unions  the  best  possible  programs  are  outlined  for  us  and 
we  are  trained  in  regular  and  systematic  Bible  readings.  What  bet- 
ter habit  could  you  offer  than  training  a  boy  or  girl  to  read  his 
Bible  each  day?  God  has  commanded  "Study  to  show  thyself  ap- 
proved unto  God".  Our  young  people  get  training  in  Christian 
leadership  that  is  not  similar  in  any  other  church  organization.  In 
a  standard  Training  Union  there  are  places  of  service  for  all  age 
levels,  starting  with  the  Story  Hour  and  going  through  to  the  Adult 
Union.  If  you  have  not  found  your  place  in  the  training  program 
outlined  by  our  churches,  do  so. 

The  Training  Union  with  its  pulsing,  active  constituency  ready 
to  "go  places"  and  "do  things"  stands  on  tiptoe,  awaiting  the  love 
and  support  of  the  churches.  Thousands  of  boys  and  girls  being 
prepared  for  definite  Christian  service  yearn  for  the  presence  and 
visible  help  of  their  own  parents.  In  these  groups  are  found  dea- 
cons, Sunday  School  Superintendents,  teachers.  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Union,  musicians.  Training  Union  workers  and  executives  in  all 
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departments  cf  church  activity.  So  I  urge  you  to  accept  the  chal- 
lenge that  the  Training  Union  offers  our  churches  in  this  Associa- 
tion and  may  we  report  a  Training  Union  in  each  church  as  this  re- 
port is  made  next  year.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT  TO  TUCKASEIGEE 
BAPTIST  ASS0CL4TI0N 

Lovedale  Baptist  Church,  August  16,  1945. 

This  report  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Associa- 
tion is  based  on  the  reports  received  from  the  various  Sunday 
Schools  over  the  Association  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Sunday  School 
Convention  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Association.  Many  of  our  Sunday 
Schools  in  the  Association  do  not  send  reports  or  attend  our  Conven- 
tions, which  are  held  on  the  second  Sunday  in  each  month.  There- 
fore, little  is  known  of  these  Sunday  Schools. 

During  the  summer  months  of  last  year,  the  polio  epidemic 
which  struck  our  state  caused  the  attendance  in  most  of  our  Sunday 
Schools  to  decrease  at  least  fifty  per  cent.  This  band  curtailed  our 
attendance  on  all  children  up  to  and  including  sixteen  years  of  age. 
Therefore,  some  six  to  eight  weeks  our  Sunday  School  attendance 
was  very  low  for  this  period. 

The  attendance  at  our  Sunday  School  Convention  for  the  past 
year  has  been  very  low.  Many  of  the  Sunday  Schools  have  not  sent 
representatives  due  to  the  gas  and  tire  situation.  Today,  as  we  make 
this  report,  the  gas  rationing  being  lifted,  the  war  ended,  we  are 
looking  forward  to  the  time  when  we  can  see  the  churches  filled  to 
the  capacity  when  we  hold  our  Sunday  School  Convention. 

In  every  month  during  the  past  year  our  Sunday  School  conven- 
tion was  held.  There  were  times  when  not  so  many  attended,  but  at 
every  convention  we  had  a  good  meeting  and  we  feel  that  these 
meetings  have  helped  many  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  the  church  in 
which  we  met. 

During  the  week  of  July  7-14  the  State  Sunday  School  Board 
sent  into  our  Association  about  eighteen  workers  which  held  an  En- 
largement Campaign  in  thirteen  different  churches  in  our  Associa- 
tion. The  Enlargement  Campaigns  opened  the  eyes  of  all  the  Sun- 
day School  workers  in  which  these  meetings  were  held.  Such  val- 
uable information  as  to  the  number  of  unsaved  persons  in  the  par- 
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ticular  community;  the  possibilities  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  a 
Study  Course  on  Sunday  Schcol.  Every  Sunday  School  who  had  one 
of  these  workers  expressed  themselves  as  being  well  pleased  with 
the  work  and  information  received  by  the  workers.  A  letter  of  ap- 
preciation was  sent  to  each  of  these  workers  and  also  to  the  person 
in  charge  of  this  campaign,  Rev.  G.  W.  Bullard,  and  to  our  State 
Sunday  School  Secretary,  Mr.  L.  L.  Morgan. 

During  the  past  year,  in  traveling  from  church  to  church  with 
the  Sunday  School  Convention,  we  have  noticed  many  churches  who 
are  making  im.provemxCnts  on  their  Sunday  School  rooms.  Some 
churches  say  they  are  going  to  build  new  Sunday  School  rooms  as 
soon  as  material  is  available.  This  is  very  encouraging,  for  no 
teacher  can  do  his  best  unless  he  has  a  class  room  to  himself. 

Taking  the  Association  as  a  v/hole,  we  see  the  need  of  trained 
workers  in  every  Sunday  School.  If  every  Sunday  School  had  a 
trained  v/crker  for  every  fifteen  pupils,  v/e  would  see  a  remarj?:able 
change  in  our  Sunday  Schcol  attendance  in  the  next  year. 

As  Vv'e  enter  into  our  new  Associational  year,  with  the  war  end- 
ed, a  great  challenge  lies  before  us.  We  as  Sunday  School  workers 
have  a  challenge  that  has  never  been  so  great  before.  Let  us  wholly 
depend  upon  Christ  leading  us  into  tlie  greatest  year  of  Sunday 
School  work  in  the  history  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Association.

Report  on  Christian  Education  read  by  B.  S.  Hensley.  Broth- 
er Hensley  introduced  Mr.  M.  H.  Kendall  of  the  Bible  Depart- 
ment of  Mars  Hill  College,  who  spoke  to  the  report.  R.  H.  Sat- 
terfield  of  Merdith  College  also  spoke  on  Christian  Education. 


It  has  been  said  that  nine-tenths  of  the  calamities  visited  upon 
the  world  have  no  other  origin  than  the  union  of  high  intelligence 
with  low  desires.  Certainly  the  world  is  getting  a  demonstration  of 
what  a  trained  intellect  may  do  when  it  does  not  have  proper  direc- 
tion. More  men  are  now  being  educated  than  ever  before  in  the 
history  of  the  world.  But  the  purpose  is  for  destruction.  Germany 
and  Japan  had  the  scientific  knowledge  and  skill  that  could  have  set 
the  world  forward  many  decades.  But  since  they  were  not  motivat- 
ed by  any  such  Christian  ideals  they  have  used  this  same  knowledge 
to  plunge  the  world  into  a  holocaust  that  has  brought  us  back  to  the 
dark  ages.  It  will  take  the  world  generations,  in  all  probability,  to 
outgrow  the  attitudes  that  have  been  created  and  deepened  as  a  re- 
sult of  this  world  conflict. 

In  Christian  education  we  believe  that  we  should  have  the  best 
trained  and  most  capable  teachers  possible,  the  finest  equipment 
available,  and  that  the  student  we  graduate  should  be  able  to  sit  on 
a  par  with  graduates  from  any  institution.  We  believe  this.  But 
there  is  something  far  more  important  —  and  that  is  that  our  educa- 
tion be  Christian.  We  believe  that  Christianity  gives  proper  direc- 
tion to  knowledge  and  causes  it  to  be  used  for  construction  instead  of 
destruction.  So  when  the  word  "Christian"  is  attached  to  education, 
we  believe  "there  is  a  difference."  This  "difference"  is  what  gives 
a  place  to  Christian  institutions  in  the  field  of  education.  State  in- 
stitutions can  educate  as  well  as  we,  and  at  a  much  more  reasonable 
price.  So  our  place  is  secured  on  the  basis  of  our  being  Christian. 
We  must  have  something  to  offer  that  cannot  be  found  in  other  in- 
stitutions. Our  value,  however,  is  in  our  being  genuinely  Christian. 
For  a  "Christian"  college  not  to  be  Christian,  it  would  be  better  for 
it  not  to  claim  to  be  Christian. 


CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 
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Why  should  a  college  be  Christian?  It  should  be  Christian  be- 
cause the  business  of  a  college  is  to  discover  truth;  and  a  Christian 
mind  is  more  capable  of  grasping  and  understanding  truth  than  one 
that  is  not  Christian.  Also,  it  should  be  Christian  because  the  pri- 
mary purpose  of  a  Christian  college  is  the  making  of  men  and  wo- 
men —  and  not  the  handling  of  text  books. 

When  is  a  collega  Christian?  A  college  is  Christian  when  its 
faculty  is  Christian  anci  when  they  attempt  to  create  a  Christian  at- 
mosphere, when  the  ideals  and  objectives  of  the  college  are  Chris- 
tian, and  when  the  Bible  is  the  central  text  book. 

Baptists  now  have  in  North  Carolina  two  senior  colleges,  Wake 
Forest  and  Meredith,  and  four  junior  colleges,  Mars  Hill,  Gardner 
Webb,  Campbell,  and  Wingate.  All  of  these  institutions  are  in  the 
midst  of  a  great  enlargement  campaign  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  fu- 
ture. This  year  all  these  colleges  have  the  most  complete  enroll- 
ment they  have  ever  had — except  our  senior  college  for  boys.  Wake 
Forest,  due  to  the  war.  So,  two  or  three  things  are  needed.  Let  us 
continue  our  patronage  and  increase  the  capacity  and  efficiency  of 
these  institutions.
